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Dollar Devalued: Gold Is 
March Is 


Worth $38 An Ounce 


WASHINGTON (UIT)—Presi­ 
dent Nix on signed legislation 
Monday to p rov ide the first 
formal dev alu ation of the dollar 
since 1934. 
In signing a bill increasing 
the official p rice of gold from 
$35 to $38 an ou nce. Nix on said 
the mov e was “ a significant 
step forward in ou r ov erall 
effort for a stronger and more 
comp etitiv e U.S. economy .” 
The U.S. action was req u ired 
u nder a cu rrency realignment 
ag re e m ent reached by non- 
Commu nist nations last Dec. 18 
in Washington. It is commonly 
k nown 
as 
the Sm ithsonian 
agreement, hav ing been negoti­ 
ated at a meeting at the Smith­ 
sonian Institu tion. 
Pau l A. Yolck er, Treasu ry 
u nd e rse c re tary for m onetary 
affairs, told newsmen at the 
White Hou se the formal gold 
p rice increase wou ld p rodu ce 


few now resu lts lx *eau se inter­ 
national money mark ets hav e 
been op erating on the dev alu ed 
dollar since the Smithsonian 
accord. 
Yolck er said he did not antici­ 
p ate any resu mp tion in the near 
fu tu re of conv ertibility of the 
dollar into gold. Nix on su sp end­ 
ed conv ertibility last Au g. 15 as 
p art of his new economic p oli­ 
cy . 
Nix on's signatu re on the bill 
immediately added $8 28 million 
to the v alu e of the gold held by 
the Treasu ry . 
Yolck er said the administra­ 
tion wou ld ask Congress to ap ­ 
p rop riate $1.6 billion to p ay for 
increases in U.S. obligations to 
the world bank , international 
monetary fu nd, and other inter­ 
national lending institu tions. 
Bu t he said the p ay ments were 
larg ely book k eep ing tra nsa c ­ 
tions and wou ld be sp read ou t 


ov er 10 y ears. 
Nix on said in a written state­ 
ment that dollar dev alu ation 
wou ld he cou p led with intensi­ 
fied efforts to achiev e trade 
concessions from other nations 
intended to mak e U.S. p rodu cts 
more comp etitiv e in world m ar­ 
k ets. 
"The ev entu al resu lts of all 
these efforts will be to restore a 
healthy trade su rp lu s and a 
strong financial p osition for the 
United S ta te s ,” Nix on said. 
“ This will be not only in ou r 
own interest -bu t in the interest 
of a p rosp erou s world economy , 
a stable monetary sy stem and 
an eq u itable trading order." 
Nix on said dollar dev alu ation 
was intended to solv e p ressing 
p roblems bu t that ov erall inter­ 
national cu rrency reform was 
still needed to p u t the world’s 
money sy stem on a solid basis 
for the rest of this eentu rv . 


State Atom-Plant Controls 


Haltered By Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —The 
Su p reme Cou rt barred states 
today from setting tou gher ra­ 
diation controls on nu clear p ow­ 
er p lants than regu lations u sed 
by the federal gov ernment. 


Withou t comment, the Cou rt 
affirmed lower cou rt ru lings to 
that effect handed down in a 
Minnesota test case. Sev eral 
other states had joined Minne­ 
sota's bid to establish the rights 
of states to su p ersede the feder­ 
al gov ernment in the field. 


The Cou rt also: 
—Stru ck down by a 5 -2 v ote 
an Illinois law which denied 
u nwed fathers the same au to­ 
matic cu stody rights to their 
children allowed mothers and 
married fathers.

BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
I IT — Women su p p orters of 
the ou tlawed Irish Rep u blican 
Army IRA today tu rned a p ro­ 
p eace meeting in Belfast’s Ro­ 
m an Catholic A ndersonstow n 
district into a free-for-all shov ­ 
ing match. 


It was the first incident of 
trou ble rep orted du ring a day 
of mass, simu ltaneou s demon­ 
strations by both Protestants 
and Catholics arou nd the north­ 
ern p rov ince, mark ing the end 
of the long E aster week end. 
Earlier, howev er, 10 p ersons 
were inju red when a bomb ex ­ 
p loded in a tru ck ou tside a 
p rov incial p ostoffice Su nday 
night. 


Wav ing p lacards, abou t 5 00 
women marched from the fu ­ 
neral of Mrs. Martha Crawford, 
a 39 -y ear-old mother of 10 who 
was slain in a crossfire Thu rs­ 
day , to a meeting in the v olatile 
district. 


Mrs. Brigid Miller, one of the 
organizations, told the crowd 
when they had assembled in a 
Catholic school hall, “ We want 
p eace,” bu t the angry women 
retorted, “ You won't get p eace 
at any p rice. We su p p ort the 
Prov os the militant Prov isional 
Wing of the IRA.” 


When Mrs. Miller tried to 
p rotest, she was drowned ou t 
by boos and catcalls. Chairs 
were k nock ed ov er and the 
women jostled and p u shed each 
other. No inju ries were rep ort­ 
ed. 


The P rote sta nt ap p rentice 
boy s organization gathered for 
a rally today at Carrick fergu s, 
a seaside resort northeast of 
Belfast, to commemorate the 
landing in 1690 of King William 
of Orange.

A second carrier, the Constel- 
lation, was ordered from leav e 
in Jap an with the gu ided mis­ 
sile cru iser Ok lahoma City to 
join two other carriers on Yan­ 
k ee Station.

The Sau salito City Cou ncil 
will condu ct its own inv estiga­ 
tion of the city 's p olice dep art­ 
ment while the Marin Cou nty 
Grand Ju ry p robes fu rther into 
dep artment op erations and p ro­ 
cedu res. 


The cou ncil, after meeting in 
closed session for ap p rox imate­ 
ly two hou rs Satu rday , ap p oint­ 
ed Cou ncilmen Earl F. Du np hy 
and Step hen A. Fraser as a 
committee to p robe not only 
charges contained in the recent 
grand ju ry rep ort on Sau salito 
p olice bu t others rep orted “ in 
p ress p u blications.” 
Meanwhile the head of the 
g r a nd j u r y s u bc om m itte e 
whose rep ort the ju ry adop ted 
annou nced that the su bcommit- 


tee was broadening its inv esti­ 
gation “ becau se significant 
nu mbers of Sau salito citizens” 
had comp lained abou t failu re of 
the city cou ncil and administra­ 
tion to act in connection with 
p olice p roblems. 


Last Monday , the ju ry re­ 
leased a rep ort accu sing the 
dep artment of hav ing the eq u iv ­ 
alent 
of a q u ota sy stem of 
arrests, criticizing lack of lead­ 
ership in the dep artment and 
r e c om m e nd ing tha t C hief 
Jam es I). Wright and his two 
top su bordinates be fired. 
The rep ort — p rep ared by a 
ju ry su bcommittee which inv es­ 
tigated Sau salito p olice for 
eight months — did not com­ 
ment on other allegations on 
¿which the ju ry foreman said no 


testimony was heard: allega­ 
tions of bru tality by some offi­ 
cers, illegal activ ities, dishones­ 
ty of op erations and sp ecial 
fav ors to indiv idu als. 
City Mgr. Albert St. Cy r said 
the cou ncil ask ed the grand 
ju ry su bcommittee which stu ­ 
died the p olice situ ation to giv e 
it transcrip ts of the oral testi­ 
mony heard du ring the inv esti­ 
gation. as well as “ any other 
legal ev idence" against the de­ 
p artment. 
The cou ncil also req u ested a 
meeting with the ju ry su bcom­ 
mittee to be held ap p rox imately 
two week s after the transcrip ts 
and ev idence hav e been* re­ 
ceiv ed.

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IRS Seeks More 
Tax Cheaters Now 


WASHINGTON (C P I»—The 
nation's top tax collector has 
revealed a crackdown on un­ 
scrupulous 
tax preparation 
services and predicted a record 
number of tax cheaters will Ik* 
caught this year. 
Internal 
Revenue Service 
Commissioner Johnnie M Wal­ 
ters said investigations had be 
gun or would soon start of 
professional preparers of in­ 
come tax returns who are 
cheating Ixith their clients and 
the government. 
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Journal 
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Walters evaluated the job of 
the professional income tax 
preparer, a service now being 
used by millions of taxpayers: 
“ Some of them do a good job. 
Many of them do a lousy job. 
Some of them are unscrupulous 
and we presently are engaged 
in a nationwide effort to do 
something about this and we 
are presently prosecuting a 
good number of unscrupulous 
tax return preparers 
“ No. we're not against all 
preparers. Those who do a good 
job serve well both the taxpay­ 
er and the serv ice and we re for 
them However, the unscrupu 
lens ones who gouge taxpayers 
and falsely advertise and false­ 
ly prepare returns we are 
against." 
Tax returns are prepared by 
organizations that train em­ 
ployes and advertise for clients 
and by certified public account­ 
ants, who are forbidden by pro­ 
fessional codes to advertise. 
Walters, in a CPI Washington 
Window interview Sunday, also 
predicted that IRS would catch 
more individual cheaters than 
any previous year. 
Walters said computers were 
sifting out more returns for 
special scrutiny than ever be­ 
fore. 
The increasing use of comput­ 
ers and “ better management of 
our manpower" was cited by 
Walters as reasons for better 
auditing of returns despite add­ 
ed burdens on IRS personnel. 
IRS agents are responsible 
for supervising the wage-price 
controls of the inflation-control 
program that began in Novem­ 
ber and for helping federal 
authorities catch drug pushers 
on income tax evasion charges. 


Contracts 
Suspended 
By HUD 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
Housing and Urban Develop­ 
ment Department (HUDj has 
suspended contracts with Dun 
and Bradstreet Inc. for credit 
ratings on single family home 
mortgages. 


Dunn and Bradstreet, the na­ 
tion's largest credit rating or­ 
ganization was indicted last 
Wednesday in New York City in 
connection with an alleged 
credit scheme that would cost 
the federal treasury $23 million. 


HUD said in a statement re­ 
vealing the suspension Sunday 
that earlier reports of losses in 
the hundreds of millions were 
inaccurate. Notice of the sus­ 
pension was made in telegrams 
last Thursday to Dun and Brad- 
street and the Federal Housing 
Administration's (FHA) 87 re­ 
gional offices. 


FHA, the arm of HUD that 
underwrites home mortgages, 
had contracts with Dun and 
Bradstreet for reports on indi­ 
vidual credit standings based 
on 
commercial 
and 
court 
records. 


FHA Commissioner Eugene 
A Gulledge notified FHA offi­ 
cials that ‘‘maximum reliance” 
would 
Ik* placed on complete 
checks by FHA of bank refer­ 
ences. retail credit and other 
credit references on applica­ 
tions for FHA home mortgage 
insurance. 


“ Effective immediately you 
are prohibited from relying 
upon individual credit reports 
factual data reports on individ­ 
uals) supplied by Dun and 
Bradstreet, Inc., for any single 
family mortgage insurance 
transaction.” Gulledge said 


The suspension of Dun and 
Bradstreet reports means that 
real estate agents writing sales 
contracts and FHA local offi­ 
cials will have to do the credit 
checking, it could not be imme­ 
diately determined whether the 
change would have the effect of 
lengthening the time needed to 
complete a real estate transac­ 
tion. 


Dun and Bradstreet was one 
of nine corporations, five FHA 
employes and 35 other individu­ 
als indicted on 500 counts of 
providing alleged false informa­ 
tion on credit ratings and prop­ 
erty values. The indictments by 
a New York grand jury fol­ 
lowed an 11-month investiga­ 
tion. 


The investigation involved the 
FHA office in Hempstead, Long 
Island. N.Y. The Hempstead 
office was responsible for insur­ 
ing 1,800 properties in 1908 and 
1909 that went into default in 11 
counties of metropolitan New 
York City including 1,100 in a 
Brooklyn slum described by 
HUD as in “ advanced neighbor­ 
hood deterioration." 


The amount of the average 
per property loss in the two- 
year span from the Hempstead 
office was nearly twice the 
national average of $3,081.41, 
according to HUD.

Freezing Skin 


BOSTON (UPI) -- The Shrin- 
ers Burns Institute announced 
Sunday development of a pro­ 
cess to freeze and preserve 
human skin for six months, 
then use it to aid burn victims. 
Dr. John F. Burke, chief of 
staff at the institute located at 
Massachusetts General Hospi­ 
tal, said the process will re­ 
place a method that was capa­ 
ble of keeping skin refrigerated 
for only two weeks. 
In an article in the April issue 
of MGH New's, the hospital's 
monthly publication, the doc­ 
tors explained the blood-freez­ 
ing techniques were applied to 
the freezing of skin and proved 
successful. 
The skin is frozen in plastic 
envelopes until it reaches 256 
degrees Fahrenheit below zero. 
More critical than the rate of 
freezing, however, is the rate of 
thawing. 


Smoking Increases 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In a 
reversal of earlier forecasts, 
government economists now 
see a chance that the average 
American smoker will be* light­ 
ing up more cigarettes per day 
by 1980 than he is now. 
One year ago, following three 
straight years of declining per 
capita cigarette use. experts 
predicted consumption would 
drop from the current rate of 
near 200 packs a year to about 
150 packs by 1980 — a 25 per 
cent decline. 
But in 1971, use recovered to 
203 packs per capita and that 
figure now is expected to hold 
steady in 1972. As a result, an 
Agriculture Department report 
said today, new projections 
hold out the possibility that 1980 
per capita consumption “ may 
fall only slightly from the cur­ 
rent level, or even increase 
slightly, depending on the 
health issue, prices and the 
makeup of the population." 


Appeal Rejection 


WASHINGTON <UPI> — A 
presidential population commis­ 
sion which recently recom­ 
mended legalized abortions and 
eventual zero population growth 
for the United States has been 
turned down by tin* three major 
television networks in its at­ 
tempts to buy an hour of prime 
time to present findings and 
recommendations 
The Commission on Popula­ 
tion Growth and the American 
Future has appealed the rejec­ 
tion to the Federal Communica­ 
tions Commission (FCC> under 
the fairness doctrine that re­ 
quires broadcasters to treat 
public issues fairly by allowing 
reasonable opportunity for the 
presentation of conflicting 
views. 
Ben C. Fisher, attorney for 
the population panel, argued 
before the FCC Friday: “ It is 
the position of our commission 
that 
publicly 
responsible 
groups, such as our commis­ 
sion, should have a limited 
right, on a paid basis, to access 
to the national networks for the 
carriage of programs dealing 
with major public issues." 


Makarios Quitting 


NICOSIA (UPI) - Archbishop 
Makarios will resign from the 
presidency of Cyprus and he 
and his archenemy, former 
guerrilla leader Gen. George 
Grivas, wll support a common 
candidate during elections to be 
held immediately after his res­ 
ignation. a diplomatic source 
said today. 
The source said Makarios and 
Grivas will meet in Nicosia 
Tuesday. The source said that 
the two men have agreed, 
through a third party, on a 
common policy for Cyprus to 
settle the dispute there. 
Their meeting will finalize 
and confirm the policy, the 
source said.

CAMBRIDGE. Mass. (UPI)— 
Students for a Democratic So­ 
ciety (SDS), the radical organi­ 
zation which has lost much of 
its appeal on college campuses 
in the past two years, will 
attempt to rejuvenate itself this 
spring with a campaign against 
“ racist teaching and racist 
textbooks." 
The planning and strategy of 
this campaign was the focal 
point of the SDS national con­ 
vention which attracted some 
1,000 young persons to the Har­ 
vard University campus from 
Thursday through Sunday. 
At two lengthy meetings Sat­ 
urday and Sunday, SDS passed 
dozens of resolutions to “ fight 
racism" in all spheres of Amer­ 
ican society, but most of the 
attention and controversy at the 
convention surrounded SDS’s 
plans to halt the teaching of so- 
called “ racist theories" on col­ 
lege campuses across the coun­ 
try. 
Primary SDS targets are the 
works of Profs. William Shock­ 
ley of Stanford, Richard Herrn- 
stein of Harvard and Arthur 
Jensen of the University of 
California at Berkeley—all ot 
whom have argued that blacks 
are genetically inferior to 
whites. 
One of the resolutions ap­ 
proved by the convention calls 
for organized demonstrations to 
prevent these and several other 
professors from speaking on 
college campuses. 
This SDS strategy was at­ 
tacked by a minority faction, 
the Revolutionary Communist 
Youth (RCY), about 100 of 
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whose supporters walked out of 
the convention in.protest Satur­ 
day night. 
“ The SDS leadership is not 
interested in genuinely combat­ 
ting racial oppression or reach­ 
ing the black masses," the RCY 
said. “ The leadership has sold 
out SDS and a genuine fight 
against racial oppression to fur­ 
ther the careers of liberal pro­ 
fessors.” 
The walkout was the latest of 
many recent splits in SDS, 
which broke into several fac­ 
tions at the June 1969 conven­ 
tion. The Progressive Labor 
(PL) party has controlled the 
10-year-old organization since 
then. 
Mayersohn minimized the im­ 
portance of the walkout, saying 
the RCY faction was “ not inter­ 
ested in building a mass move­ 
ment of students." 
But the split left SDS with 
fewer than 1,500 members, sev­ 
eral times less than its strength 
in the late 1960s. 


150 Persons Dead

tornado lashed the Phulbaria 
area in Mymensingh district 
about 60 miles north of here 
Saturday, according to reports 
reaching Dacca today.

TOKYO — Just how bad are 
the American-Japanese rela­ 
tions which U.S. Presidential 
Adviser Henry Kissinger is 
coming to Tokyo to mend? 
"Very bad,” say some. 
“ Normal adjustment in tran­ 
sition to a new stage/' say 
others. 
And will Kissinger succeed in 
his mending? 
On this point, Tokyo is highly 
skeptical. Among cognoscenti, 
Kissinger is viewed as being 
deaf to Japanese sympathizers 
in the U.S. isuch as former 
Ambassador Edwin Reis- 
ehauer) and even less inclined 
to listen to Japanese, whom he 
is believed to have little respect 


for. 
Furthermore, he is widely 
regarded as taking Japan for 
granted and as being little in­ 
terested in Japan in his global 
scheme of things. Japanese are 
just not sure how receptive 
Kissinger will be to their ideas. 
The view of Japanese-Ameri- 
can relations varies of course, 
with the kind of Japanese one 
talks to. 
The strongly American-ori­ 
ented mainstream of the ruling 
Liberal-Dem ocratic party 
(LDP) and the Foreign Ministry 
tend to be the most sharply 
hurt by harsh American treat­ 
ment. On the other hand, these 
people also tend to “ under­ 
stand'’ American actions and 
see extenuating circumstances 
more than some of their compa- 


forgotten with time and rational 
analysis. 


Jppan has gotten a free ride 
for many years, this view con­ 
tinues, and now needs to be 
pushed into assuming responsi­ 
bility in Asia commensurate 
with its economic prominence. 
There will be some jostling and 
some bruised feelings, but these 
will be temporary.

It's really a “ confidence 
gap,” he asserted. “ It doesn’t 
matter who you talk to today, 
whether people in government, 
business, or old friends; they 
all say the same things ‘what’s 
wrong?’ You get negative 
soundings no matter where you 
look.” 
The diplomat faulted the U S. 
not so much for the substance 
of its policies as for gross lack 
of sensitivity in dealing with 
Japan. 
Asked if he thought Washing­ 
ton was intentionally pushing 
Japan away, the diplomat an­ 
swered in the negative. His 
view was more of that of a 
“ continuing accident.” 
He did feel the situation held 
dangers, however, in what 
might be the eventual reaction 
of an increasingly self-confident 
Japan which was being "ham­ 
mered over the head” by the 
U.S. “ There is a difference,” 
the diplomat suggested dryly, 
“ between hammering and 
nudging.” 
He and other sources pointed 
out a deterioration in the work­ 
ing relationship between Japa­ 
nese and American diplomats 
over the past eight months. 
(But they attributed some of 
this to the weaknesses of Sato’s 
lame duck administration.)

K. Imlay was unavailable to 
comment on the council’s ac­ 
tions, but Fraser said the coun­ 
cil decided to conduct its own 
probe “ because we felt there 
was a good deal of public inter- 
est^and concern on the charges 
which have been lodged against 
the police department. We 
thought it was our responsibili­ 
ty to examine these charges 
and city policies in general 
regarding the department.” 
Fraser said he expects the 
committee’s investigative hear­ 
ings will be conducted in closed 
session “ because we don’t want 
anyone to be seared to testify. 
We want to assure all witnesses 
that what they have to tell will 
be kept in absolute confidence.” 
Fraser promised the two-man 
committee would “ make a full, 
fair and objective investigation. 
If our findings indicate that 
action needs to be taken, we 
will take the appropriate ac­ 
tion. ” 
Fraser also said the commit­ 
tee was issuing a public call for 
witnesses. “ We want to hear 
from anyone and everyone who 
feels they have evidence,’* he 
said. 
The grand jury subcommittee 
which investigated the police 
announced it will immediately 
begin investigation of charges 
against the department not 
dealt', with in its original re­ 
port,- according to chairman 
Joan G. Boessenecker, who de­ 
clined to state what allegations 
would be studied. 
Mrs. Boessenecker said the 
group felt additional investiga­ 
tion was necessary because of 
the council's refusal to accept 
the jury’s recommendations for 
dismissal of chief Wright, Capt. 
R. David Malkin and li. Wil­ 
liam F raass. L ast Tuesday, 
Mayor Imlay called the sugges­ 
tions unwarranted by the evi­ 
dence and accused the jury of 
interfering in city affairs. 
“ We believe the council has 
not reacted to the concerns of 
the citizens of Sausalito,” Mrs. 
Boessenecker said. “ We have 
excellent additional supporting 
evidence, above and beyond 
that contained in our report, 
showing a lack of proper lead­ 
ership in the Sausalito depart­ 
ment and believe our recom­ 
mendations were justified. 
“ We are convinced that any 
police department that does not 
have topflight leadership and a 
chief who can command and 
inspire his men's respect can­ 
not function,” she added. 
Mrs. Boessenecker went on to 
say that “ significant numbers 
of Sausalito citizens have told 
us they have been unable to 
receive adequate responses to 
their complaints against the po­ 
lice department from either the 
department or the city coun­ 
cil.” 
She suggested that anyone 
with complaints about their 
treatment by the department or 
with department policies write 


a brief summary of their griev­ 
ances to the grand jury’s Ad­ 
ministration of Justice Commit­ 
tee at the Marin County Civic 
Center so they can be available 
as witnesses if the subcommit­ 
tee wants to call them. 
Today, over the objections of 
two city councilmen, the coun­ 
cil released a brief rebuttal of 
the allegations contained in the 
original jury report. Council­ 
man Fraser and Wyman Hicks 
disagreed with the release, say­ 
ing it should not precede the 
city’s own investigation. 


Noting the jury report ex­ 
presses concern about mini­ 
mum production standards in 
the police department, the 
statement said the jury did not 
make any findings that a sys­ 
tem of “ arrest quotas” exists. 
The council said the depart­ 
ment’s use of “statistical activi­ 
ty records” used by the depart­ 
ment “generally conforms to 
practices of other police depart­ 
ments.” 


The council pointed to a letter 
from Walnut Creek Police Chief 
Raymond C. Davis, president of 
the California Police Chiefs As­ 
sociation In which Davis stated 
that “if a police department did 
not have performance stan­ 
dards then the police chief 
would l>c derelict in his duty.”

Logging 
Legislation 
Approved 


SACRAMENTO (U P D -The 
Senate Finance Committee to­ 
day approved industry-backed 
legislation to clamp short-term 
restrictions on logging compa­ 
nies operating on private North­ 
ern California forest lands. 
The measure by Sen. Fred 
Marler Jr., R-Redding, which 
would take effect immediately 
upon signature of Gov. Ronald 
Reagan, cleared the committee 
on a voice vote and went to the 
lull Senate. 
The Sierra Club, which pre­ 
viously had opposed the interim 
measure on grounds it would 
perpetuate “ industry self-regu­ 
lation,” did not testify before 
the Finance Committee. 
The bill was spawned by a 
court decision which last year 
held unconstitutional industry- 
dominated state forest prac­ 
tices committees in Northern 
California. The court ruled the 
committees, which regulated 
logging, constituted an illegal 
extension of legislative power. 
As a result, Marler said, 
there currently is no regulation 
of logging by the state on pri­ 
vate lands. This measure would 
have the effect of transfering 
the powers of the committees to 
the state Board of Forestry. 
The board, in turn, would 
reenact logging regulations pre­ 
viously adopted by the now 
defimct committees for the cur­ 
rent logging season and next 
year's. 
Marler, whose legislation was 
supported by the logging indus­ 
try, stressed that his proposal 
would provide only temporary 
relief and that a permanent 
solution must be found later. 
“ I’d hate to go tlirough a year 
or two without any legislation 
at all waiting for horror stories 
to build up,” he told the com­ 
mittee. 
The only audible opposition 
vote was cast by Sen. Alfred E. 
Alquist, D-San Jose, who said 
he has legislation pending 
aimed at imposing stricter per­ 
manent controls. 
The committee approved on a 
unanimous voice vote a com­ 
panion bill increasing the size 
of the state Board of Forestry 
by adding two new public mem­ 
bers.

Quang Tri city, the nearby 
Quang Tri base and Dong Ha 
were under heavy attack to­ 
night. Quang Tri is 15 miles 
south of the DMZ, Dong Ha 
about 10 miles. 


A new threat appeared to be 
developing to Hue, the ancient, 
imperial capital of Vietnam, 
but officials said the situation 
was under control. Communist 
attacks were reported at Fire 
Base Anne, 18 miles west of 
Hue, and Bastogne, 15 miles to 
the southwest. Both bases pro­ 
tect against Communist infiltra­ 
tion rotes through the A Shau 
Valley to Hue, devastated in the 
1968 Tet Offensive. 
A South Vietnamese spokes­ 
man said the reinforcements 
flown in today would mount a 
counter-offensive “ in a few 
days.” They included Marines 
and Rangers from Saigon, in­ 
fantry from Hue and two tank 
brigades from Da Nang. 
They were flown north in a 
collection of U.S. cargo C130s, 
Vietnamese air force transports 
and airliners commandeered 
from the government airline. 
The action followed President 
Thieu’s flight to Hue and Da 
Nang in a commandeered Air 
Vietnam jet to look over the 
situation. 
Rain clouds have masked the 
invading North Vietnamese 
tank columns driving across the 
DMZ but the weather improved 
today and U.S. and South Viet­ 
namese fighter-bombers struck 
back at the Red offensive. B52s 
dropped bombs through the 
clouds earlier and three U.S. 
7th Fleet destroyers off the 
coast pounded the enemy troops 
and tanks. 
The Communists threw up 
intense anti-aircraft fire, and 
seven American planes and hel­ 
icopters were reported shot 
down Sunday and today but 
American planes flew 128 
strikes Sunday and more today. 
U.S. 7th Fleet warships offshore 
poured naval gunfire into the 
North Vietnamese armor. 
The Communist offensive 
overran r 10-mile stretch of 
South Vietnam’s northernmost 
province of Quang Tri in five 
days of intensive warfare and 
military sources said a threat 
was developing to Thua Thien 
Province just to the south and 
its capital of Hue. 
There was heavy fighting in 
the Central Highlands and in 
Tay Ninh Province 80 miles 
northwest of Saigon. Allied in­ 
telligence sources said the 
Communists may be staging a 
dress rehearsal for a fullscale 
general offensive throughout 
South Vietnam. 
A spokesman for the U.S. 
High Command in Saigon read 
a sternly worded message to 
newsmen in Saigon warning 
Hanoi that the United States 
was taking “ precautionary ac­ 
tions” to protect American 
lives, including the 200 military 
men in Quang Tri Province. 
• He did not spell out what this 
action would be but in the past 
they have been followed by air 
strikes into North Vietnam. It 
was considered certain all 
available American planes 
from Thailand would be used in 
battle along the DMZ.

McGovern Error Increases 
Wisconsin Primary Confusion 


MILWAUKEE, Wis. (UPD- 
A perhaps costly mistake by 
Sen. George S. McGovern add­ 
ed to the confusion and uncer­ 
tainty today about the outcome 
of Wisconsin’s presidential pri­ 
mary in which McGovern. Hu­ 
bert H. Humphrey and Edmund 
S. Muskie battled for first 
place. 
In a nationwide telecast Sun­ 
day. with the primary two days 
away, McGovern charged that 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission (SEC ) records 
showed that International Tele­ 
phone and Telegraph, Inc. (ITT» 
deducted a $400,000 contribution 
to the Republican national con­ 
vention from its taxable in­ 
come. 


As soon as the program 'Face 
the Nation-CBS) ended, a dis­ 
traught 
aide 
rushed 
to 
McGovern to tell him he was 
wrong and that the 1971 report 
with the SEC —the year in 
which the contribution was 
made —had not been filed. 


McGovern then said that his 
accusation was made on the 
basis of statements by ITT offi­ 
cials that they considered it a 
proper business expense. He 
told reporters that he had made 
“ an honest error.” ' 


McGovern, Humphrey and 
Muskie are considered the 
three leading candidates in the 
Wisconsin primary with its rich 
harvest of 67 delegates to the 
Democratic National Conven­ 
tion. About 1.5 million voters 
are expected to turn out Tues­ 
day for the fourth primary of 
the 1972 election year. 


The three major contenders 
are believed to be bunched so 
closely that McGovern's invalid 
accusations could become a 
factor, even though none of the 
other candidates jumped in to 
exploit them. 
Campaign strategists for the 
candidates have shied away 
from tabbing the finish, citing 
the uncertainty of the vote for 
Alabama's Gov. George C. Wal­ 
lace and the possibility of a 
mass crossover by Republi­ 
cans. GOP voters have Presi­ 
dent Nixon on the ballot along 
with only Rep. Paul N. McClos- 
key of California, who has 
pulled out for lack of funds, and 
Rep. John M. Ashbrook of Ohio, 
who has not campaigned in 
Wisconsin. 


Also on the Democrat ballot 
and campaigning hard are New 
York Mayor John V. Lindsay 
and Sen. Henry M. Jackson of 
Washington. On the ballot but 
not campaigning are Reps. 
Shirley Chisholm of New York, 
Wilbur Mills of Arkansas, Patsy 
Mink of Hawaii; Mayor Sam 
Yorty of Los Angeles and Sen.

In Nightclub Shooting 


ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. (UPI) 
—Two women and a man were 
shot to death and 11 other 


persons were wounded early 
today in a crowded nightclub in 
what authorities said was a 


drug war between rival Phila­ 
delphia gangs. 
Mario F. Floriani, public 
safety director, said the shoot­ 
ing began about 2 a.m. in the 
Club Harlem where he estimat­ 
ed 600 persons were watching 
the floor show. 
“ These shootings were the 
result of a drug war that has 
been taking place in Philadel­ 
phia,” Floriani said. “ It started 


in the latter part of February 
where one gang member was 
shot and there was a ?240,000 
drug robbery. 
“ Thus the contract was put 
out by this group to more or 
less eradicate the ones respon­ 
sible. They just used Atlantic 
City to settle their grievances.” 
He said the shooting began 
when an unidentified man 
tapped Tyrone Palmer, 22, of 


Philadelphia, on the shoulder 
and told him he wanted to 
discuss something with him. 
The unidentified man then shot 
Palmer two or three times, 
Floriani said. 
“ When the first shot rang out 
all bedlam broke loose,” Flori­ 
ani said. “ Tables were flying, 
chairs were flying, bottles were 
flying. It was a shambles.” 
Witnesses told police that 


four or five men had done the 
shooting and that between 15 
and 20 shots were fired, Flori­ 
ani said. He said two of the 
weapons were recovered inside 
the club. 
In addition to Palmer, also 
killed were Renee Cuff, 24, and 
Pamela Pollard, 23, both of 
Philadelphia. 
Listed in critical condition 
with bullet wounds were Ruth 


Jenkins, 20, of Willingboro, 
N.J., and Gilbert Satterwhite, 
25, of Philadelphia.

Boston Doctor Says 
Beer Brings Cheer 


BOSTON (UPI)—A sip of beer 
may just be what the doctor 
ordered when it comes to treat­ 
ing elderly patients, according 
to a state health official.

sachusetts commissioner of 
mental health, said Sunday that 
beer in moderate quantities, 
has a “ remarkable effect on 
many elderly men and women 
in our hospitals. 


“ It cheers them up, it’s nour­ 
ishing and it opens up their 
blood vessels so the blood trav­ 
els through their systems a bit 


faster,” Greenblatt said. 
“ That's especially important 
for elderly people who often 
have circulation problems.” 


The commissioner comment­ 
ed in response to reports that 
patients at four state hospitals 


are drinking some 2.000 cans of 
beer every month on doctors’ 
orders. 
“ It’s a social lubricant,” the 
commissioner said. “ It helps 
shy or withdrawn people start a 
conversation more easily.” 
No one gets intoxicated, the 
commissioner said. 
The use of beer therapy has 
prompted the establishment of 
“ pubs” in several state facili- 


ties. Boston State Hospital has 
its Pink Elephant while the 
Westboro State Hospital runs 
the Lantern Room and some 
patients at Grafton State Hospi­ 
tal can sip a few suds at the 
Pub.

KING HUSSEIN

WASHINGTON (UPI) -King 
Hussein of Jordan has indicated 
hat to end the Middle East 
iispute he may be willing to 
agree to a realignment of the 
Israeli-Jordan border provided 
Jerusalem becomes an open 
city. 
“ We are talking of total 
peace, of a solution that will be 
accepted not only by us but, 
more important, by the genera- 
lions that are to come,” Hus­ 
sein said Sunday. 
Hussein discussed his plan for 
reuniting the Israeli-occupied 
west bank with Jordan in a 
television interview on NBC’s 
Meet the Press. 
“ I do not believe that Arab 
Strength is a match to the 
Israelis at. this time, and be­ 
yond that I do not believe that 
war is a solution to the prob­ 
lem,” Hussein said. 


■One of the keys to the king’s 
plan was to remove Jerusalem 
from Israeli control to make it 
serve both Israel and the Arabs 
under joint control. 
Jerusalem is religiously sig­ 
nificant to the Jewish and Mos­ 
lem faiths. 
Hussein's remarks on peace 
followed Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat’s call for a war to 
regain territory' lost to Israel in 
the 1967 conflict. “ W’ar is inevi­ 
table,” Sadat said Friday in 
Cairo. 
Diplomatic sources in Wash­ 
ington revealed Saturday that 
Hussein had won agreement 
from the United States to pur­ 
chase as many as two dozen 
supersonic F5 jet fighters in the 
next two years. 
The exact schedule of deliv­ 
ery, the number of planes, 
spare parts and ground equip­ 
ment were subject to further 
negotiation.

2-Car Crash 
Kills Ten 
In Texas 


DIMMITT, Tex. (UPI>-High- 
way Patrolman Bill Scott and 
his partner were in the process 
of setting up a roadblock near 
this Texas Panhandle town on a 
lonely tw’o-lane stretch of high­ 
way when they heard sirens in 
the distance. 
Suddenly a car packed with 
youngsters whizzed past them 
so fast it could not stay on its 
side of the road on a slight 
curve. 
Another car. also filled with 
young persons, came around 
the curve going the opposite 
direction at the exact same 
moment Saturday night. They 
collided. 
“ Things went everywhere,” 
Scott said. “ My partner and I 
witnessed it. They came by us 
before we could get the road­ 
block set up.” 
Each car carried five per­ 
sons. All 10 were killed. One 
was 1 year old, but most of 
them were teen-agers. The 
wreck was as bad as any in 
Texas history. Only three times 
in the past two-car accidents 
have killed 10 persons. 
“ All of them were pinned in 
the cars, and we literally had to 
pry the cars apart to get them 
out,” Scott said “ The impact 
pushed both motors back to the 
front seat.” 
He said the speeding car, 
headed eastward, was going 
faster, because “ they traveled 
86 feet east of the point of 
impact.” 
Two of the victims died en 
route to a hospital The others 
were dead at the scene. 
“ It was the biggest accident 
I’ve ever seen,” Scott said. 
Castro County officers said 
the speeding vehicle was the 
object of a chase because depu­ 
ties suspected the youngsters 
had been involved in a knife 
fight in a nearby community. 
The youths in the car coming 
into town were mostly Dimmitt 
high school students. They were 
Johnny Raper. Jeffrey Glenn 
and Raymond McLain, all 17, 
Robert Cadell, 18. and Michael

G ift Ta x Re turns Are Now 
Re quire d Qua rte rly , Not Ye a rly 


Gift T ax Returns are now required quarter­ 
ly instead of annually. 
T hat's right. If you made gifts within any 
calendar quarter beginning on or after Jan. 1, 
1971, to any one donee of more than $3,000 for 
the calendar year or a gift of a future interest 
in property regardless of the value then you 
must file a tax return on Form 709. 
T hese are individual returns and joint 
returns are not permitted. 
Only individuals are required to file as 
donors. However, if gifts are 
made by trusts, estates, part­ 
nerships or corporations, the 
individual beneficiaries, part­ 
ners or stockholders become 
donors and may incur a liabili­ 
ty under the federal gift tax 
law. 
T he return must be filed on 
or before the loth day of the 
second month following the 
close of the calendar quarter in 
which the gifts were made. You 
cannot file a return before the 
end of the calendar quarter 
unless it is the return of a 
deceased donor. 
Gifts of present interest of 


less than $3,000 paid in previous 
quarters must be disclosed in 
the first quarterly return filed. 
T he tax must be paid by the 
donor on or before the 15th day 
of the second month. T here are 
penalties for delinquent returns 
and for delinquent payment of 
tax unless due to reasonable 
cause. T here are penalties for 
willful failure to file a return on 
time and for willful attempt to 
evade or defeat payment of the 
tax.

Feb. 15. 
if you made such a gift any­ 
time and have not filed a gift 
tax return, you should do so 
immediately to avoid further 
interest and penalties.

Recovery At Anaconda 
Seems Off In Future 


By ROGER 
Q. Now that Anaconda 
(NYSE) has written off the 
loss on its foreign holdings do 
you think it is a good buy? Do 
you believe it will resume the 
dividend in the near future? 
— M .P. & R.A. 


A. If nationalization of Ana­ 
conda's Chilean properties was 
the company’s sole problem, 
the stock might be an interest­ 
ing turnaround candidate. Un­ 
fortunately this is not the case. 
T he world copper glut, which 
built up in response to mount­ 
ing copper prices in the late 
Sixties, is not expected to be 
absorbed before 1974. Until that 
time, copper prices will contin­ 
ue under pressure. Reduced 
copper prices and increased la­ 
bor costs combined with soar­ 
ing pollution control require­ 
ments may result in marginal 
operations at some mines. 


Anaconda’s other divisions 
are not all robust. T he alumi­ 
num industry, which has been 
faced with problems of reduced 
demand and consequent weak­ 
ened price structure, is current­ 
ly operating well below capaci­ 
ty. A new mill scheduled to go 
on stream next year will up 
Anaconda's capacity by 65 per 
cent and lift the company from 
6th to 4th largest domestic pro­ 
ducer. Deficits in brass opera­ 
tions have dictated the closing

of four plants; profits at the 
fabricating division tumbled in 
1971. 


Recently elected Chairman 
Place instituted a cost reduc­ 
tion program which initially re­ 
duced costs by $25 million an­ 
nually, almost equal to the 1970 
earnings from Chile. While new 
management should gradually 
bolster profits, dividend re­ 
sumption and share recovery 
appear to be* some distance in 
the future.

USIA Movie Director 


Quits After Film Flap 


WASHINGTON (CPI) -The 
U. S. Information Agency an­ 
nounced today the resignation 
of Bruce Herschensohn, its mo­ 
tion picture director, who called 
Sen. J. William Fulbright, D- 
Ark., “ very naive and stupid” 
for questioning USIA operations 
abroad. 


Informed sources contended 
that the agency's director, 
Frank Shakespeare, and other 
high USIA officials attempted 
unsuccessfully to dissuade Her­ 
schensohn from quitting. 


A flap that grew out of disclo­ 
sure last week of Herschen- 
sohn’s criticism of Fulbright, as 
part of a controversy over use 
of a USIA film on a domestic 
■program, caused Herschensohn 
to conclude that his usefulness 
had been greatly diminished, 
the sources said. 


He wrote Shakespeare that he 
felt he would be an embarrass­ 
ment to the agency if he contin­ 
ued in his post. Shakespeare 
wrote him in reply that he 
valued his services and ex­ 
pressed regret over his decision 
to leave. 
Fulbright, chairman of the 


Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee, had sought to prevent 
the showing of a USIA film 
about Czechoslovakia on a tel­ 
evision program of Sen. James 
L. Buckley, RC-N.Y. 


Fulbright had said he did so 
on grounds that USIA material 
is intended for use only for 
foreign consumption.

Meat Price Too High? 
Too Much Tax In It 


The lou dest cu rrent ou tcry is 
abou t the high price of meat. 
Bu t the most constant, continu ­ 
ing complaints are abou t high 
tax es. 
The two are not u nrelated. 
There’s q u ite a bit of tax in 
that roast y ou ju st bou ght — or 
ev en that pou nd of hambu rger. 
How mu ch is indicated in 
some figu res pu blished last 
week by the Wall Street Jou r­ 
nal, showing the percentage of 
the gross national produ ct rep­ 
resented b gov ernment spend­ 
ing and how it has grown ov er 
the y ears. 


GOVERNMENT SPENDING, 
of cou rse, is spending of tax 
money — cu rrent and fu tu re. 
vSo ev ery dollar spent by gov ­ 
ernment is one less dollar that 
can be spent by indiv idu als or 
companies for consu mer goods, 
real property , indu strial ex pan­ 
sion or whatev er. 
In 19 29 , according to the 
Jou rna l’s tabu lation, gov ern­ 
ment spending represented 8.2 
per cent of the gross national 
produ ct. In 19 50, it was u p to 
13.3 per cent; in I9 6 0, to 19 .7 
per cent, and last y ear, to 22.2 
per cent. 
This means that nearly one- 
fou rth of the nation's total pro­ 
du ction went last y ear to su p­ 
port gov ernments — federal, 
state and local. Back in 19 29 , 
they req u ired only abou t one- 
twelfth. 


PARALLELING THIS in­ 
crease in gov ernment’s share 
of the wealth has been an 
increase in pu blic employ ment 
far ou tstripping that in the 
priv ate sector. In 19 29 , reported 
th e Jo u rn a l 
, th ere were 28,274,- 
.000 people priv ately employ ed 
in this cou ntry , and 3,06 5,000 


employ ed by gov ernments — a 
ratio of abou t sev en to one. 
Last y ear, there were 57,8 36 ,000 
in priv ate employ ment, and 12,- 
853,000 in gov ernment employ ­ 
ment — a ratio of less than fiv e 
to one. The increase in priv ate 
employ ment since 19 29 was 104 
per cent; 
in pu blic employ ­ 
ment, 319 per cent. 
Obv iou sly , the larger the per­ 
centage su pported by tax es, the 
heav ier the tax es ev ery body 
(inclu ding these gov ernm ent 
employ ees) mu st pay . 


NOT MENTIONED in the 
Jou rnal’s analy sis was another 
principal reason for high tax es 
-— and for the high price of that 
roast: deficit spending. 


Nobody cou ld ru n his priv ate 
finances or his bu siness fi­ 
nances the way the gov ernment 
and some states ru n theirs and 
get away with it. He wou ld be 
forced into bankru ptcy . Bu t 
federal, state and some local 
gov ernm ents keep borrowing 
more and more, on the pretex t 
that we really “ju st owe the 
money to ou rselv es.” And the 
interest on this debt adds in­ 
creasingly to tax es. 
As the percentage of the tax 
dollar going for debt retirement 
gets bigger and bigger, the 
amou nt of gov ernment serv ices 
each tax dollar prov ides gets 
smaller and smaller. And so, 
each job the gov ernment u nder­ 
takes becomes more ex pensiv e 
and less produ ctiv e. And the 
answer continu es to be to pile 
on more tax es. 
It isn’t ju st the bu tcher or the 
meat packer who has hiked the 
price of that roast. It’s Uncle 
Sam. It’s S a cra men to . An d it's 
all the other u nits of gov ern­ 
ment, u p and down the line.

Blood Letting More Fun 


Than Battling Pollution

rf The smell of blood ex cited some smog 
.officials more than the smell of pollu tion. 
J The blood they smell is that of their 
most effectiv e critic, Stanford Univ ersity 
biologist Edward Groth III. Groth first 
'blitzed the Bay Area Air Pollu tion Con­ 
trol District two y ears ago with a 380- 
page critiq u e of its many shortcomings. 


District officials were mad as hornets, 
bu t attempted a classic solu tion by ap­ 
pointing Groth to the district’s adv isory 
cou ncil. This gallant mov e, howev er, 
made no difference — mu ch to the acu te 
regret of some of the same officials who 
now are considering how to get rid of 
him. 


GROTH NEVER HAS become part of 
• the district's Establishment. Instead, he 
’..has continu ed to fire away with carefu lly 
researched docu ments that alway s hit 
I their target. His most seriou s transgres­ 
sion in the ey es of his critics was 
' au thorship last month of a 7 2-page attack 
^docu menting allegations that the top 
, administrator, I). J. Callaghan, was an 
eager tool of indu strial pollu ters. 
\ 
Groth’s ou ster, of cou rse, still wou ld

leav e him his v oice, bu t withou t the 
mantle of speaking as a district official. 
Bu t his ou ster w'ou ld make life mu ch 
more comfortable for v irtu ally ev ery one 
else on the board and cou ncil. 
Groth, becau se of his professional 
training, flex ible time schedu le and dev o­ 
tion to air pollu tion control, has a nasty 
habit of knowing v astly more abou t the 
su bject than all bu t perhaps two of the 
board and cou ncil members. He also has 
the gall to be in his late 20s, wJiich adds 
to his problems with the many senior 
citizens on the cou ncil. 


THE FIRST BREEZE in the wind 
blowing Groth’s way came when sev eral 
board members recently challenged his 
right to v oice his own opinions instead of 
parroting those of the cou ncil. 
A stronger blast, seen as the foreru n­ 
ner of a cou ncil censu re of Groth, came 
from a fellow cou ncil member. San 
Francisco architect William B. McCo­ 
rmick A 17 -y ear v eteran of the cou ncil, 
he took hot ex ception to Groth’s attack on 
Callaghan. 
McCormick, in a letter distribu ted to 
cou ncil and board members, charged 
Groth with McCarthy ism (the Joe ty pe). 
He su ggested that Groth’s appointment to 
the cou ncil was rigged by Callaghan’s 
critics “for the pu rpose of searching ou t 
and preparing su ch an indictment.” 
McCormick also objectd that Groth’s 
attack “smears the many contribu tors to 
the accomplishments of the district in the 
field of air pollu tion control, which is 
insensitiv e and careless of the harm it 
does.” McCormick called on the cou ncil 
to adv ise the board of directors “of the 
considered opinions of the cou ncil in this 
matter as soon as practicable.” 


CALLAGHAN’S SUPPORTERS on the 
board, now only a narrow’ majority , cou ld 
not help bu t read between the lines to 
find skids to du mp Groth. 
Callaghan’s loy al crew on the board 
still has not cau ght on that continu ed 
internal bloodletting, su ch as the aborted 
mov e to fire the district cou nsel for 
failing to salu te Callaghan, can only 
speed the day when they are replaced 
with a directly elected board.

Tainted blood is creating a national 
peril. Doctors and scientists are increas­ 
ingly worried bu t v ery little has come ou t 
into the open. 
Those who know the facts are begin­ 
ning to q u estion both the efficiency and 
safety of blood bank practices. 
One rev ealing piece of ev idence: Thou ­ 
sands of people die of hepatitis y early 
after being injected with v iral-tainted 
blood. 


WHERE DOES SUCH tainted blood 
come from? It comes primarily from 
paid donors who are alcoholics, dru g 
addicts and prisoners. Among these cate­ 
gories hepatitis is fou nd to be 10 to 70 
times more common than in the popu la­ 
tion generally . 
Su rv ey s showf that hepatitis in the 
blood of paid donors occu rs in abou t 30 
cases per thou sand as contrasted with 
three cases per thou sand in blood from 
v olu nteers. 
By the most conserv ativ e estimate 
there are 3,500 hepatitis deaths per y ear 
from blood transfu sitns, bu t many doc­ 
tors are conv inced that the real total is 
closer to 35,000 a y ear. 


WHAT CAN BE DONE abou t it? In one 
of the few articles appearing on this 
su bject, Constance Holden writing in 
Science, official magazine of the Ameri­ 
can Association for the Adv ancement of 
Science, cites three main cau ses: 
Commercialism, lack of co-ordination 
among agencies, and flimsy state and 
federal regu lations. One possible answer: 
a total v olu nteer sy stem of blood dona­ 
tion. 


SOCIAL VIOLENCE DECLINING. A 
new’ lev el of calm is ev ident in ev ery 
section of the cou ntry . In all the precon­ 
v ention campaigning there is nothing- 
near to the 19 6 8 disorder and disru ption. 
It is also reflected on campu ses. A case 
in point: 
California law now classified 18-to-20- 
y ear-olds as adu lts. Fiv e y ou ng men 


u nder 21 were recently draw'n to serv e as 
potential ju rors in the highly charged 
Angela Dav is conspiracy ease. They 
asked to be ex cu sed on the grou nd it 
wou ld interfere with their stu dies. 


DEMOCRATIC CANDIDATES becom­ 
ing more personal. The front-ru nners are 
beginning to attack each other and the 
rear-ru nners are attacking the front- 
ru nners. 
Recent ex ample: Mu skie is now taking 
ou t after Hu bert as “promise-a-day Hu m­ 
phrey .” McCarthy , who has been criticiz­ 
ing all the Democrats ex cept McGov ern, 
has now got arou nd to dism issing 
McGov ern as “fou rth choice” among the 
liberals. 


WOMEN’S RIGHTS — After 49 y ears 
of delay . The first state to do so, Hawaii, 
ratified the amendment gu aranteeing 
eq u al rights for women in two hou rs, and 
the other necessary 37 ratifications will 
be forthcoming. 
A majority of v oters today are women, 
and male politicians do not dare v ote 
against them. 
Things won’t he the same. Obv iou sly ,, 
discrimination in div orce laws, property 
rights and pensions will be stru ck down. 
Bu t there will be mu ch more. 
Apart from the Women’s Lib ex tre­ 
mists, most women want eq u al pay for 
eq u al work, eq u al job opportu nities in 
indu stry , politics and gov ernment and 
eq u al chance for promotion. To the 32 
million working women in the United 
States, this is simple ju stice — and a 
necessity . 
One ex ample: College-edu cated men 
are paid nearly dou ble the rate of col­ 
lege-edu cated women. 


A NOVEL PROPOSAL on bu sing. If 
some bu sing is temporarily necessary to 
help improv e the q u ality of low’-income 
neighborhood schools, here is a new 
solu tion. 
Instead of bu sing the pu pils, why not 
bu s the teachers? This wou ld redu ce the 
need for bu sing by at least 90 per cent.

46 Killed By 
Liquor Poisoning 


NEW DELHI i UP I)—The toll 
from weekend bottled liquor 
poisoning in the capital rose to 
4b persons today with 11 more 
deaths reported by hospitals. 


Police sources said 70 others 
were being treated in hospitals 
and that some were irr serious 
condition. 


Police Sunday took five per­ 
sons into custody in connection 
with the sale of spurious liquor. 


Tests revealed the killer 
drink was mixed with methyl 
alcohol. More than 100 people 
died last January in New Delhi 
after drinking an almost identi­ 
cal illicit brew. 
A majority of the victims, 
both in the January and present 
tragedies, are slum dwellers. 
Delhi is partially dry and the 
cost of bottled liquor is prohibi­ 
tive to poor persons.

—Cautious debate is permit­ 
ted in books, television and 
newspapers. 
—Hungarian voters have a

slate. 
—Hungarian industry is still 
under centralized control but 
managers are given greater 
freedom to make their own 
decisions and workers are giv­ 
en greater incentives to bo o st 
production. In the fiv e y ea rs 
ending in 1974, the Hung a ria ns 
hope nearly to double their 
output of consumer g o o ds to a 
total of $800 million. 


PLAYING 
IMPORTANT 
roles in the Hungarian success 
are two elements—the Rus­ 
sians’ faith in Kadar and the 
built-in radar which prevents 
the Hungarians from going too 
far. as did Czechoslovakia and 
Poland. 
Kadar has given the new 
leaders of both countries a pat­ 
tern to follow. 
Kadar also is receiving credit 
for persuading Romania to tone 
down its challenge to Russian 
control. 
Realism is a word frequently 
heard in today’s Hungary. So is 
caution, which means the Hun­ 
garians do not like to call too 
much attention to their success­ 
es. 
The Hungarians realize they 
are not entirely the masters of 
their own fate. Geography 
makes it impossible for them to 
ignore the Russians. And they 
know that a sudden change in 
world affairs quickly could turn 
their emphasis from butter to 
guns.

The last pub­ 
lic furor that could be associat­ 
ed with a boycott was in 1966 
when housewives in many 
places marched on supermar­ 
kets in protest over food prices 
in general. 


TO B E E F lovers, Giant Food 
ads advised, “ Buy something 
else.” 
Several “ good protein alter­ 
natives to red meat are in 
plentiful supply now,” said the 
ads, “ and they are reasonably 
prieed.” 
Among the items suggested 
were chickens, turkeys, “ many 
kinds of fish,” eggs and chees­ 
es. In addition, said the ads, 
“ dried beans, lentils, cereal 
grain products, macaroni and 
spaghetti and peanut butter, 
too, when combined with ani­ 
mal proteins and other foods, 
such as dairy products, make a 
meal of high quality protein.’ 
Safeway ads listed a number 
of “ inflation fighters” so shop­ 
pers can “ help fight inflation 
and eat well, too.” 
On the list were eggs, cottage 
cheese, fryers, bologna and sev­ 
eral vegetables. They included 
sliced pickled beets, asparagus, 
lettuce, tomatoes, potatoes and 
oranges. 
Almost any protein substitute 
is cheaper than beef as a 
source of protein. Sirloin and 
rib roasts are ordinarily the 
most expensive ways of getting 
protein. 


A STUDY done a year ago by 
the New York State Extension 
Service showed that the cheap­ 
est sources of protein are dried 
beans 
and 
peanut butter, 
though the type of protein is not 
as complete as that in beef. 


only 4 cents for beans, 10 cents 
for peanut butter and 12 cents 
for canned pork and beans. 


On the other end of the scale, 
the cost of 20 grams of protein 
was 62 cents for sirloin, 45 cents 
for rib roast and 42 for bacon. 
Other costs for 20 grams of 
protein were listed as follows: 


Beef liver, 14 cents; whole- 
chicken ready to cook. 14 cents;

EAST’S SITUATION 
You are East. Your partner 
opens the king of diamonds, 
and dummy wins with the ace. 


Declarer cashes the ace of 
hearts, leads a club to the king 
and then draws three more 
rounds of trumps, discarding 
low diamonds from the dummy. 


South next leads a low spade 
and finesses with dummy’s 
queen. Since you are a very 
fine player, you nonchalantly 
drop the nine of spades on this 
trick. 


The idea is to persuade South 
that his finesse has succeeded. 
Perhaps he will be foolish 
enough to get back on his hand 
with the ace of clubs and fi­ 
nesse with the jack of spades. 
Then you will pounce on the 
trick with your king of spades, 
and South will be down! He will 
lose a spade, two diamonds and 
a club. 


WATCH OUT FOR PARTNER 
In a hand like this you must 
watch out for your partner. 
When declarer finesses with 
dummy’s queen of spades, your 
partner may reach for the 
trick-showing that he expects 
you to win with the king. 


This is a dead giveaway. De­ 
clarer will not take a second 
spade finesse, and your plot 
will fail. (An expert declarer 
would not take a second finesse 
anyway, but that's another sto­ 
ry.)

Surgery On Larynx New Way 
To Substitute The Voice Box 


When a cancerous voice box is removed 
(lary ngectomy ), the individual must use other 
means to talk. At present, esophageal speech 
is the most useful method. However, it is 
difficult to master. Mechanical and electronic 
devices also are available. .Surgical recon­ 
struction of the lary nx is a newer method. A 
group of Canadian surgeons recently perfect­ 
ed a one-stage procedure for constructing a 
substitute voice-producing organ. Speech is 
restored within three to four

weeks after the operation. 
Hoarseness means there is a 
disturbance of the vocal cords. 
The cause of the sy mptom is 
obvious when it is associated 
with a cold or follows too much 
cheering at a sports event. The 
situation is different when 
hoarseness develops gradually 
and persists for m ore than 
three weeks.

Archer and Aaro n, thru st into 
a su dden death p lay o ff, p assed 
the first ho le at ev en p ar and 
then cam e u p to the 225-y ard 
16th. 
“ I hit the green and he hit the 
w ater and that's the sto ry ,” 
said Archer, a 6-fo o t-6 fo rm er 
ranch hand fro m Gilro y . 
Archer, winning seco nd to u r­ 
nam ent o f the y ear and his 
se c o nd 
G re e nsbo ro 
o p en, 
walked away with a $40,000 
check that p u t him seco nd o nly 
to Jack Nicklau s in seaso n win­ 
nings. 
He cap tu red the y ear's inau ­ 
gu ral to u r ev ent, the Lo s Ange­ 
les Op en, by beating Aaro n and 
Dav e Hill in an 18 -ho le p lay o ff. 
He wo n at Greensbo ro in 1967 
with a 267 to tal. 
Archer and Aaro n bo th began 
the w eather-tro u bled $200,000 
ev ent u nimp ressiv ely , Archer 
beating p ar 71 o n the 7 ,032-y ard 
co u rse by o nly a stro ke and 
Aaro n able to do no better than 
m atch it. Rain delay ed the sec­ 
o nd ro u nd o f the 35-y ear-o ld 
to u rnam ent by a day , ho wev er, 
and the lay o ff p ro v ed beneficial 
to bo th. 
Aaro n sho t a 67 when the 
seco nd ro u nd finally was p lay ed 
Satu rday , then p ro ceeded to 
add two mo re 67 ’s in Su nday 's 
do u ble ro u nd.

“ There's been no p ro gress,” 
said Gaherin. “The sep aratio n 
between the two p arties hasn't 
narro wed altho u gh we sp ent 
to day try ing to narro w it. The 
m ain issu es rem ain the sam e.” 
The m ajo r leagu e p lay ers, 
who v o ted by a 47 -0 margin 
Friday to go o n strike, are 
seeking a 17 p er cent increase 
in the p ensio n fu nd, amo u nting 
to $1,07 2,000. The p lay ers insist 
this amo u nt is necessary to 
bring the p lan u p to co st-o f- 
liv ing p arity with what it was 
wo rth at the tim e o f the last 
co ntract three y ears ago . 
The p lay ers w’ant the clu b 
o wners to fo rk o v er $8 17 .000 
they claim is av ailable thro u gh 
a su rp lu s created by increased 
rates o n interest, lo ans, o v er- 
fu nding and o v erestim ating 
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p ay m ents fo r disabled p lay ers. 
The p lay ers co ntend if the o wn­ 
ers free the $817 ,000, then each 
clu b wo u ld hav e to add o nly 
$11,000 to the p ensio n p lan to 
raise it to the $1,07 2.0(H) lev el. 


Gaherin said that the o wners 
hav e already made their annu al 
co ntribu tio n o f $5.4 millio n to 
the fu nd and hav e also o ffered 
a $400,000 additio n to the health 
benefit p art o f the p lan. 


Certain o wners hav e su ggest­ 
ed that to free the $8 17 ,000 fo r 
the fu nd wo u ld be im p ractical 
and wo u ld u ndermine the p lan. 


The o wners w ant the entire 
p ensio n p lan bro u ght u nder the 
scru tiny o f a p anel o f actu aries 
accep table to bo th p arties. 
“ The reco mmendatio ns o f the 
actu aries will be ex amined in 


go o d faith (by the o wners) and 
then we ll m ake o u r reco m m en­ 
datio ns,” said Gaherin. "We 
m ay ap p ro v e o f so me p arts o f 
the p ro gram and disap p ro v e o f 
o thers.” 


Bo th sides also sto o d fast o n 
the issu e o f arbitratio n. Miller 
is adam ant o n the side o f a 
neu tral arbitrato r. The o wners 
are dead set against it. 


“ We think this m atter sho u ld 
be decided by co llectiv e bar 
gaining,” maintained Gaherin. 
“ We do no t want to transfer the 
issu e to a third p art\ who has 
no real au tho rity o v er o u r bu si­ 
ness and do esn't kno w its ins 
and o u ts.” 


The p lay ers had p rev io u sly 
agreed to halt the strike if the 
o wners wo u ld co nsent to bind- 


ing arbitratio n thro u gh a third 
p arty . 
The strike has shu t do wn all 
sp ring training o p eratio ns and 
fo rced cancellatio n o f all ex hi­ 
bitio n games since Satu rday . 
The Ho u sto n Astro s-Cincinnati 
Reds seaso n o p ener, schedu led 
fo r W ednesday , no w seem s 
highly u nlikely . 
Gaherin tho u ght it u nfo rtu n­ 
ate that the issu e had reached a 
p o int where the p lay ers felt it 
necessary to strike. 
“ The p lay ers simp ly m isu n­ 
derstand the situ atio n,” said 
Gaherin, “ and the p o sitio ns o f 
the clu bs hav e no t been clearly 
stated in rep o rting. 
“ The p o sitio n w e're taking is 
designed to p reserv e benefits 
the p lay ers no w hav e 
No t a 
single m ajo r leagu e p lay er will 
be dep riv ed o f a benefit in 197 2 
that he had in 197 1. Co nsidering 
the fact that we re willing to 
su bject the who le p ensio n sy s­ 
tem to a clo se ex aminatio n, 
why sho u ld there be a strike?

force.” 
The number of W'est German 
visitors to the East for the 
March 29 to April 5 wall open­ 
ing was expected to total at 
least 500,000. 


The ambassadors agreement 
permits West Germans to visit 
the East for 30 days a year. The 
Soviet Union, however, has said 
it will sign the agreement only

Dollar Devalued: Gold Is 
March Is 
Worth $38 An Ounce 


WASHINGTON (UPIi —Presi­ 
dent Nixon signed legislation 
Monday to provide the first 
formal devaluation of the dollar 
since 1934. 
In signing a bill increasing 
the official price of gold from 
«$35 to $38 an ounce. Nixon said 
the move was “ a significant 
step forward in our overall 
effort for a stronger and more 
competitive I .S. economy.” 
The I'.S. action was required 
under a currency realignment 
agreement reached by non- 
Communist nations last Dec. 18 
in Washington. It is commonly 
known as the Smithsonian 
agreement, having been negoti­ 
ated at a meeting at the Smith­ 
sonian Institution. 
Paul A. Yolcker, Treasury 
undersecretary for monetary 
affairs, told newsmen at the 
White House the formal gold 
price increase would produce 


few new results because inter­ 
national money markets have 
been operating on the devalued 
dollar since the Smithsonian 
accord. 
Yolcker said he did not antici­ 
pate any resumption in the near 
future of convertibility of the 
dollar into gold. Nixon suspend­ 
ed convertibility last Aug. 15 as 
part of his new economic poli­ 
cy. 
Nixon's signature on the bill 
immediately added $828 million 
to the value of the gold held by 
the Treasury. 
Yolcker said the administra­ 
tion would ask Congress to ap­ 
propriate $1.6 billion to pay for 
increases in U.S. obligations to 
the world bank, international 
monetary fund, and other inter­ 
national lending institutions. 
But he said the payments were 
largely bookkeeping transac­ 
tions and would be spread out 


over 10 years. 
Nixon said in a written state­ 
ment that dollar devaluation 
would be coupled with intensi­ 
fied efforts to achieve trade 
concessions from other nations 
intended to make U.S. products 
more competitive in world mar­ 
kets. 
“ The eventual results of all 
these efforts will be to restore a 
healthy trade surplus and a 
strong financial position for the 
United States.” Nixon said. 
“ This will be not only in our 
own interest -but in the interest 
of a prosperous world economy, 
a stable monetary system and 
an equitable trading order." 
Nixon said dollar devaluation 
was intended to solve pressing 
problems but that overall inter­ 
national currency reform was 
still needed to put the world's 
money system on a solid basis 
for the rest of this century. 


State Atom-Plant Controls 
Haltered By Supreme Court 


WASHINGTON (LTD —The 
Supreme Court barred states 
today from setting tougher ra­ 
diation controls on nuclear pow­ 
er plants than regulations used 
by the federal government. 


Without comment, the Court 
affirmed lower court rulings to 
that effect handed down in a 
Minnesota test case. Several 
other states had joined Minne­ 
sota's bid to establish the rights 
of states to supersede the feder­ 
al government in the field. 


The Court also: 
--Struck down by a 5-2 vote 
an Illinois law which denied 
unwed fathers the same auto­ 
matic custody rights to their 
children allowed mothers and 
married fathers.

A Match 
By IRA 


BELFAST, Northern Ireland 
UPI — Women supporters of 
the outlawed Irish Republican 
Army IRA today turned a pro­ 
peace meeting in Belfast’s Ro­ 
man Catholic Andersonstown 
district into a free-for-all shov­ 
ing match. 


It was the first incident of 
trouble reported during a day 
of mass, simultaneous demon­ 
strations by both Protestants 
and Catholics around the north­ 
ern province, marking the end 
of the long Easter weekend. 
Earlier, however, 10 persons 
were injured when a bomb ex­ 
ploded in a truck outside a 
provincial postoffice Sunday 
night. 


Waving placards, about 500 
women marched from the fu­ 
neral of Mrs. Martha Crawford, 
a 39-year-old mother of 10 who 
was slain in a crossfire Thurs­ 
day, to a meeting in the volatile 
district. 


Mrs. Brigid Miller, one of the 
organizations, told the crowd 
when they had assembled in a 
Catholic school hall, “ We want 
peace,” but the angry women 
retorted, “ You won’t get peace 
at any price. We support the 
Provos the militant Provisional 
Wing of the IRA.” 


When Mrs. Miller tried to 
protest, she was drowned out 
by boos and catcalls. Chairs 
were knocked over and the 
women jostled and pushed each 
other. No injuries were report­ 
ed.

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Kitty Hawk Off 
Vietnam's Coast 


50 Carrier Planes 
Strike Red Armor 


SAIGON (UPI)—The aircraft carrier Kitty 
Hawk, recalled from shore leave in the Philip­ 
pines, arrived off Vietnam today and its 50 planes 
were ordered into action immediately against 
North Vietnamese armored columns which have 
speared 15 miles into South Vietnam. 
A second earner, the Constel­ 
lation. was ordered from leave 
in Japan with the guided mis­ 
sile cruiser Oklahoma City to 
join two other carriers on Yan­ 
kee Station. It would be the 
greatest concentration of U.S. 
naval might since end of the 
bombing halt in 1968. 


The Kitty Hawk sped to Yan­ 
kee Station from Subic Bay 
after the U.S. command warned 
Hanoi it would take “ precau­ 
tionary actions” to protect 
American lives in South Viet­ 
nam. Such warnings in the past 
have preceded heavy bombing 
offensives against North Viet­ 
nam. 
The four carriers plus air 
force fighter-bombers based 
elsewhere in Vietnam and Thai­ 
land would enable the United 
States to send as many as 500 
planes against the Communist 
forces. 
In Paris, the Viet Cong today 
denied any North Vietnamese

Sausalito Council Vows Own 
Pol ice 'Quota System' Probe 


By PAT ANGLE 
The Sausalito City Council 
will conduct its own investiga­ 
tion of the city’s police depart­ 
ment while the Marin County 
Grand Jury probes further into 
department operations and pro­ 
cedures. 


The council, after meeting in 
closed session for approximate­ 
ly two hours Saturday, appoint­ 
ed Councilmen Earl F. Dunphy 
and Stephen A. Fraser as a 
committee to probe not only 
charges contained in the recent 
grand jury report on Sausalito 
police but others reported “ in 
press publications.” 
Meanwhile the head of the 
grand jury subcommittee 
whose report the jury adopted 
announced that the subcommit- 


tee was broadening its investi­ 
gation “ because significant 
numbers of Sausalito citizens” 
had complained about failure of 
the city council and administra­ 
tion to act in connection with 
police problems. 


Last Monday, the jury re­ 
leased a report accusing the 
department of having the equiv­ 
alent of a quota system of 
arrests, criticizing lack of lead­ 
ership in the department and 
recommending that Chief 
James I). Wright and his two 
top subordinates be fired. 
The report — prepared by a 
jury subcommittee which inves­ 
tigated Sausalito police for 
eight months — did not com­ 
ment on other allegations on 
¿which the jury foreman said no 


testimony was heard: allega­ 
tions of brutality by some offi­ 
cers, illegal activities, dishones­ 
ty of operations and special 
favors to individuals. 
City Mgr. Albert St. Cyr said 
the council asked the grand 
jury subcommittee which stu­ 
died the police situation to give 
it transcripts of the oral testi­ 
mony heard during the investi­ 
gation, as well as “ any other 
legal evidence” against the de­ 
partment. 
The council also requested a 
meeting with the jury subcom­ 
mittee to be held approximately 
two weeks after the transcripts 
and evidence have been- re­ 
ceived.

WASHINGTON <UPI> -The 
nation's top tax collector has 
revealed a crackdown on un 
scrupulous tax preparation 
services and predicted a record 
number of tax cheaters will Ik - 
caught this year. 
Internal Revenue Service 
Commissioner Johnnie M Wal 
ters said investigations had bo 
gun or would soon -dart of 
professional preparers of in 
come tax returns who arc 
cheating both their clients and 
the government. 
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Walters evaluated the job of 
the professional income tax 
preparer, a service now being 
used by millions of taxpayers 
"Some of them do a gixxl job. 
Many of them do a lousy job. 
Some of them are unscrupulous 
and we presently are engaged 
in a nationwide effort to do 
something about this and we 
are presently prosecuting a 
good number of unscrupulous 
ta\ return preparers 
•No. we re not against ail 
preparers Those who do a gixxl 
job serve well both the taxpay­ 
er and the service and we re for 
them However the unscrupu 
lous ones who gouge taxpayers 
and falsely advertise and false­ 
ly prepare returns we are 
against 
Tax returns are prepared by 
organizations that train cm 
plows and advertise for clients 
and by certified public account­ 
ants, who are forbidden by pro­ 
fessional codes to advertise. 
Walters, in a I PI Washington 
Window interview Sunday, also 
predicted that IRS would catch 
more individual cheaters than 
any previous year. 
Walters said computers were 
sitting out more returns for 
special scrutiny than ever be­ 
fore. 
The increasing use of comput­ 
ers and "lK*tter management of 
our manpower” was cited by 
Walters as reasons for better 
auditing of returns despite add­ 
ed burdens on IRS personnel.

Freezing Skin 
Makarios Quitting 


"Effective immediately you 
are prohibited from relying

The suspension of Dun and 
Bradstreet reports means that 
real estate agents writing sales 
contract" and FHA local offi­ 
cial." will have to do the credit 
cheeking.

The Hempstead 
office was responsible for insur­ 
ing 1.800 properties in 1968 and 
1969 that went into default in 11 
counties of metropolitan New 
York City including 1,100 in a 
Brooklyn slum described by 
HUD as in "advanced neighbor­ 
hood deterioration ” 


The amount of the average 
per property loss in the two- 
year span from the Hempstead 
office was nearly twice the 
national average of $3,681.41, 
according to HUD. 
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BOSTON (UPL —- The Shrin- 
ers Burns Institute announced 
Sunday development of a pro­ 
cess to freeze and preserve 
human skin for six months, 
then use it to aid burn victims. 
Dr. John F Burke, chief of 
staff at the institute located at 
Massachusetts General Hospi­ 
tal, said the process will re­ 
place a method that was capa­ 
ble of keeping skin refrigerated 
for only two weeks. 
In an article in the April issue 
of MGH News, the hospital's 
monthly publication, the doc­ 
tors explained the blood-freez­ 
ing techniques were applied to 
the freezing of skin and proved 
successful. 
The skin is frozen in plastic 
envelopes until it reaches 256 
degrees Fahrenheit below zero. 
More critical than the rate of 
freezing, however, is the rate of 
thawing. 


Smoking Increases 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In a 
reversal of earlier forecasts, 
government economists now 
see a chance that the average 
Vmerican smoker will be* light­ 
ing up more cigarettes per day 
by 1980 than he is now. 
One year ago. following three 
straight years of declining per 
capita cigarette use. experts 
predicted consumption would 
drop from the current rate of 
near 200 packs a year to about 
150 packs by 1980 — a 25 per 
cent decline. 
But in 1971, use recovered to 
203 packs per capita and that 
figure now is expected to hold 
steady in 1972. As a result, an 
Agriculture Department report 
said today, new projections 
hold out the possibility that 1980 
per capita consumption "may 
fall only slightly from the cur­ 
rent level, or even increase 
slightly, depending on the 
health issue, price.*" and the 
makeup of the population.”

DETROIT (UPI) - Chrysler 
Corp has allowed dealers to 
change the dealer discount 
structure from 21 per cent to 25 
per cent to give them more 
dollars to play with in haggling 
with customers over the allow­ 
ance for trade-ins. 


The increase in the dealer 
discount structure applied to 
the sticker price on Plymouth 
Furies and Dodge Polaras, rais­ 
ing it by an average of $185 per 
car. 


A Chrysler spokesman said 
the net result would permit 
deplers to raise the sticker 
prices on Furies and Polaras by 
4 per cent but said ‘‘it doesn’t 
mean the customer will pay 
more.” 


The spokesman said Chrysler 
advised the federal Price Com­ 
mission of the proposed change 
in allowable profit margin.

SDS Staging 
Comeback Try 


CAMBRIDGE. Mass. (UPI)— 
Students for a Democratic So­ 
ciety <SDS), the radical organi­ 
zation which has lost much of 
its appeal on college campuses 
in the past two years, will 
attempt to rejuvenate itself this 
spring with a campaign against 
“ racist teaching and racist 
textbooks.” 
The planning and strategy of 
this campaign was the focal 
point of the SDS national con­ 
vention which attracted some 
1,000 young persons to the Har­ 
vard University campus from 
Thursday through Sunday. 
At two lengthy meetings Sat­ 
urday and Sunday, SDS passed 
dozens of resolutions to "fight 
racism” in all spheres of Amer­ 
ican society, but most of the 
attention and controversy at the 
convention surrounded SDS’s 
plans to halt the teaching of so- 
called "racist theories” on col­ 
lege campuses across the coun­ 
try. 
Primary SDS targets are the 
works of Profs. William Shock­ 
ley of Stanford, Richard Herrn 
stein of Harvard and Arthur 
Jensen of the University oi 
California at Berkeley -all of 
whom have argued that blacks 
are genetically inferior to 
whites 
One of the resolutions ap­ 
proved by the convention calls 
for organized demonstrations to 
prevent these and several other 
professors from speaking on 
college campuses. 
This SDS strategy was at­ 
tacked by a minority faction, 
the Revolutionary Communist 
Youth (RCY), about 100 of 


whose supporters walked out of 
the convention in.protest Satur­ 
day night. 
"The SDS leadership is not 
interested in genuinely combat­ 
ting racial oppression or reach­ 
ing the black masses,” the RCY 
said "The leadership has sold 
out SDS and a genuine fight 
against racial oppression to fur­ 
ther the careers of liberal pro­ 
fessors.” 
The walkout was the latest of 
many recent splits in SDS, 
which broke into several fac­ 
tions at the June 1969 conven­ 
tion.

Tokyo Wary On Kissinger Visit

TOKYO — Just how bad are 
the Ameriean-Japanese rela­ 
tions which U.S. Presidential 
Adviser Henry Kissinger is 
coming to Tokyo to mend? 
“ Very had,” say some. 
“ Normal adjustment in tran­ 
sition fo a new stage/' say 
others. 
\nd will Kissinger succeed in 
his mending? 
On this point. Tokyo is highly 
skeptical. Among cognoscenti, 
Kissinger is viewed as being 
deaf to Japanese sympathizers 
in the U.S. tsuch as former 
Ambassador Edwin Reis- 
ehauer) and even less inclined 
to listen to Japanese, whom he 
is believed to have little respect 


for. 
Furthermore, he is widely 
regarded as taking Japan for 
granted and as being little in­ 
terested in Japan in his global 
scheme of things. Japanese are 
just not sure how receptive 
Kissinger will be to their ideas. 
The view of Japanese-Ameri­ 
can relations varies of course, 
with the kind of Japanese one 
talks to. 
The strongly American-ori­ 
ented mainstream of the ruling 
Liberal-Dem ocratic party 
(LDP) and the Foreign Ministry 
tend to be the most sharply 
hurt by harsh American treat­ 
ment. On the other hand, these 
people also tend to “ under­ 
stand" American actions and 
see extenuating circumstances 
more than some of their compa­ 


triots. 
By contrast, suspicion of 
American actions seems to he 
quieter but to run deeper 
among the less-Americanized 
leaders. 
Thus, in casual conversation 
one junior diplomat talked 
about the U.S. with considera­ 
ble bitterness, and even with 
tears in his eyes. The gist of his 
insistent question was, “ Why 
has the U.S. betrayed its most 
loyal friends? 
He was especially aggrieved 
that America had forced Japan 
to follow Washington’s anti-Pe­ 
king line for so many years and 
than had switched suddenly 
with no prior warning, leaving 
Tokyo holding the bag. 
LDP politicians who are not 
in Prime Minister Eisaku Sa­ 


to’s camp tend to he less vocal 
about the U.S., but to harbor a 
stronger mistrust of the U.S. 
than the mainstream politicians 
and diplomats. Not uncommon­ 
ly, remarks by these men as­ 
sume that the U.S. rebuff of 
Japan is deliberate and that 
from now on Tokyo must, in­ 
creasingly defend its own inter­ 
ests against Washington. 
Opinions about Japanese- 
Amoriean relations are also 
mixed among foreign diplomats 
and governments. 
The White House view, as 
nearly as one can judge in 
Tokyo, seems to be that the 
Japanese always react emotion­ 
ally anyway and therefore 
should not be taken too serious­ 
ly in their protestations about 
“ Nixon shocks.” These will be 


In The Waldheim Fashion

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. — 
Behind the Austrian charm and 
tailored good looks of Kurt 
Wald-heim is a determination 
to Ix* innovative and to be his 
own boss. 
This is the kind of profile 
emerging of the tall new secre­ 
tary-general of the U.N., initial­ 
ly taken to be a rather colorless 
diplomatic figure. 
The profile comes into sharp­ 
er focus following the secre- 
tary-general's announcement of 
upper echelon positions in the 
international service. 
The most interesting appoint­ 
ment is that of a mainland 
Chinese — yet to he named — 
to the post of undersecretary- 
general for political affairs and 
decolonization. This is in keep­ 
ing with an unstated policy that 
the Chinese now should occupy 
a prestigious post-. 
The top American position in 
the U N. hierarchy goes to 
Mass-achusetts Republican 
Congressman F. Bradford 
Morse, who becomes undersec­ 
retary-general for political and 
General Assembly affairs, in 
essence replacing the late 
Ralph J. Bunche. 
Early impressions of the ap­ 
pointments indicate a combina­ 
tion of continuity and new 
blood. But as one has worked 
closely with the secretary-gen­ 
eral. and whose initial negative 
feelings toward his appointment 
•have undergone a positive 
change, asked pointedly: 
• “ The appointments are not 
important. It is what he is 
going to do to them. Is he going 
to dominate them? U Thant 
didn't.” 
Already, however thare are 
indications that Waldheim is 
keeping a tighter rein on his 
subordinates than U Thant did. 
And he is reportedly using his 
own personal style of diploma­ 
cy and management to get re­ 
sults. 
While U Thant worked quietly 
and assidously in the adminis­ 
trative channels, Waldheim is 
much more visible, initiating 
discussions with ambassadors 
and diplomats. 
Waldheim already knows a 
lot of people in the secretariat 
and is personally getting to 
know the second level. The 
impression is that he himself 
will select the right man for a 
particular job rather than let 
senior administrators delegate 
duties. 
The big question, however, is 
how he can remain activist, 
opinionated tas many see him) 
and still maintain a balance of 
goodwill among the big powers. 
Because big power consensus 
or approval is essential to his 


success, a good deal of atten­ 
tion is being centered on the 
new political appointments as 
distinct from economic and so­ 
cial appointments. 
Previously, for instance. U 
Thant learned a great deal on 
U .S. peace-keeping expert 
Ralph Bunche, or Guatemalan 
Jose Rolz-Bennett, to imple­ 
ment sensitive political duties. 
The feeling now is that Wald­ 
heim may spread this job more. 
This may explain, said a U.N. 
official, why so many jobs are 
now being given a political title. 
Indeed, there is a confusing 
forest of political titles. 
Under Waldheim’s new ar­ 
rangements, the most signifi­ 
cant political posts will be: 
undersecretary general for Se­ 
curity Council affairs, held by 
Leonid Kutakov of the Soviet 
Union; undersecretary general 
for political affairs and decolon­ 
ization. to be assumed by a 
Chinese; undersecretary-gener­ 
al for political and General 
Assembly affairs, filled by 
Morse; undersecretary-general 
for special political affairs, to 
he held by Roberto E. Guyer of 
Argentina. 
Bunche’s old job is in fact 
being divided between Morse 
and Guyer. But there is specu­ 
lation that neither of them will 


inherit Bunche’s peace-keeping 
role which is thought likely to 
go to longtime secretariat hand 
Brian Urquhart of Britain, who 
is tipped for early appointment 
to an assistant secretaryship- 
general with special responsi­ 
bility in the peace-keeping 
area. 
The spread of political ap­ 
pointments may be not only 
politically expedient — a fair 
share for the major powers —- 
but also reflection perhaps of 
the secretary-general’s concern 
that no single political depart­ 
ment become too powerful and 
threaten his leadership. 
The most important political 
readjustment is the elevation of 
the Chinese to a post that now 
embraces all aspects of deco­ 
lonization. thus absorbing the 
previous department of trustee­ 
ship and non-self-governing ter­ 
ritories. 
The American and Soviet 
posts are somewhat diluted in 
the reshuffle. 
The African department, 
which up to now has come 
under Kutakov. now seems like­ 
ly to be delegated to the 
Chinese. This shift, when final­ 
ized, is expected to clinch 
Chinese acceptance of the as­ 
sistant secretary-general post. 
The top American post will 


not have the clout that it did 
under Bunche. It may explain 
why such candidates as U.S. 
Ambassador William Buffum, 
considered by many the best 
qualified, turned if down. 
Morse will, however, give the 
Americans a presence on the 
?>Sth floor, and his position de­ 
prives the Greek legal counsel, 
Constantin A. Stavropoulos, of 
General Assembly affairs. The 
American representation re­ 
mains strong, moreover, with 
the retention of the traditional 
post of undersecretary-general 
for conference services (Robert 
Ryan) and their holding down 
the two top posts in the United 
Nations Development Program. 
The administrator is Rudolph 
Peterson. 
Other appointments attract­ 
ing attention are Hclvi Sipila of 
Finland, the first woman assist­ 
ant secretary-general, who will 
direct a new social affairs and 
humanitarian department; and 
Genichi Akatani who reflects 
Japan's more powerful global 
position by taking the impor­ 
tant post of head of the depart­ 
ment of information. 
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forgotten with time and rational 
analysis. 


Jppan has gotten a free ride 
for many years, this view con­ 
tinues, and now needs to be 
pushed into assuming responsi­ 
bility in Asia commensurate 
with its economic prominence.

It's really a “ confidence 
gap,” he asserted. “ It doesn’t 
matter who you talk to today, 
whether people in government, 
business, or old friends; they 
all say the same things ‘what’s 
wrong?’ You get negative 
soundings no matter where you 
look.” 
The diplomat faulted the U S. 
not so much for the substance 
of its policies as for gross lack 
of sensitivity in dealing with 
Japan. 
Asked if he thought Washing­ 
ton was intentionally pushing 
Japan away, the diplomat an­ 
swered in the negative. His 
view was more of that of a 
“ continuing accident/’ 
He did feel the situation held 
dangers, however, in what 
might be the eventual reaction 
of an increasingly self-conf ident 
Japan which was being “ ham­ 
mered over the head'’ by the 
U.S. “ There is a difference,” 
the diplomat suggested dryly, 
“ between hammering and 
nudging.” 
He and other sources pointed 
out a deterioration in the work­ 
ing relationship between Japa­ 
nese and American diplomats 
over the past eight months.

R. Imlay was unavailable to 
comment on the council’s ac­ 
tions, but Fraser said the coun­ 
cil decided to conduct its own 
probe “because we felt there 
was a good deal of public inter­ 
est and concern on the charges 
which have been lodged against 
the police departm ent. We 
thought it was our responsibili­ 
ty to examine these charges 
and city policies in general 
regarding the department.” 
Fraser said he expects the 
committee’s investigative hear­ 
ings will be conducted in closed 
session “because we don’t want 
anyone to be scared to testify. 
We want to assure all witnesses 
th at what they have to tell will 
be kept in absolute confidence.” 
Fraser promised the two-man 
committee would “make a full, 
fair and objective investigation. 
If our findings indicate that 
action needs to be taken, we 
will take the appropriate ac­ 
tion.” 
Fraser also said the commit­ 
tee was issuing a public call for 
witnesses. “ We want to hear 
from anyone and everyone who 
feels they have evidence,” he 
said. 
The grand jury subcommittee 
which investigated the police 
announced it will immediately 
begin investigation of charges 
against the departm ent not 
dealt', with in its original re­ 
port,- according to chairman 
•ioan G. Boessenecker, who de­ 
clined to state what allegations 
would be studied. 
Mrs. Boessenecker said the 
group felt additional investiga­ 
tion wras necessary because of 
the council’s refusal to accept 
the jury’s recommendations for 
dismissal of chief Wright, Capt. 
R. David Malkin and IA. Wil­ 
liam F raass. Last Tuesday, 
Mayor Imlay called the sugges­ 
tions unwarranted by the evi­ 
dence and accused the jury of 
interfering in city affairs. 
“ We believe the council has 
not reacted to the concerns of 
the citizens of Sausalito,” Mrs. 
Boessenecker said. “We have 
excellent additional supporting 
evidence, above and beyond 
that contained in our report, 
showing a lack of proper lead­ 
ership in the Sausalito depart­ 
ment and believe our recom­ 
mendations were justified. 
“We are convinced that any 
police department that does not 
liave topflight leadership and a 
chief who can command and 
inspire his men’s respect can­ 
not function,” she added. 
Mrs. Boessenecker went on to 
say that “significant numbers 
of Sausalito citizens have told 
us they have been unable to 
receive adequate responses to 
their complaints against the po­ 
lice department from either the 
department or the city coun­ 
cil.” 
She suggested that anyone 
with complaints about their 
treatment by the department or 
with department policies write 


a brief summary of their griev­ 
ances to the grand jury’s Ad­ 
ministration of Justice Commit­ 
tee at the Marin County Civic 
Center so they can be available 
as witnesses if the subcommit­ 
tee wants to call them. 
Today, over the objections of 
two city councilmen, the coun­ 
cil released a brief rebuttal of 
the allegations contained in the 
original jury report. Council- 
men Fraser and Wyman Hicks 
disagreed with the release, say­ 
ing it should not precede the 
city's own investigation. 


Noting the jury report ex­ 
presses concern about mini­ 
mum production standards in 
the police departm ent, the 
statement said the jury did not 
make any findings that a sys­ 
tem of “arrest quotas” exists. 


The council said the depart­ 
ment’s use of “statistical activi­ 
ty records” used by the depart­ 
ment “generally conforms to 
practices of other police depart­ 
ments.” 


The council pointed to a letter 
from Walnut Creek Police Chief 
Raymond C. Davis, president of 
the California Police Chiefs As­ 
sociation in which Davis stated 
that “if a police department did 
not have performance stan­ 
dards then the police chief 
would be derelict in his duty.”

Logging 
Legislation 
Approved 


SACRAMENTO (UPD -T h e 
Senate Finance Committee to­ 
day approved industry-backed 
legislation to clamp short-term 
restrictions on logging compa­ 
nies operating on private North­ 
ern California forest lands. 
The measure by Sen. Fred 
Marler Jr., R-Redding, which 
would take effect immediately 
upon signature of Gov. Ronald 
Reagan, cleared the committee 
on a voice vote and went to the 
lull Senate. 
The Sierra Club, which pre­ 
viously had opposed the interim 
measure on grounds it would 
perpetuate “industry self-regu­ 
lation,” did not testify before 
the Finance Committee. 
The bill was spawned by a 
court decision which last year 
held unconstitutional industry- 
dominated state forest prac­ 
tices committees in Northern 
California. The court ruled the 
committees, which regulated 
logging, constituted an illegal 
extension of legislative power. 
As a result, M arler said, 
there currently is no regulation 
of logging by the state on pri­ 
vate lands. This measure would 
have the effect of transfcring 
the powers of the committees to 
the state Board of Forestry. 
The board, in turn, would 
reenact logging regulations pre­ 
viously adopted by the now 
defunct committees for the cur­ 
rent logging season and next 
year's. 
Marler, whose legislation was 
supported by the logging indus­ 
try, stressed that his proposal 
would provide only temporary 
relief and that a permanent 
solution must be found later. 
“I’d hate to go through a year 
nr two without any legislation 
at all waiting for horror stories 
to build up,” he told the com­ 
mittee. 
The only audible opposition 
vote was cast by Sen. Alfred E. 
Alquist, D-San Jose, who said 
he has legislation pending 
aimed at imposing stricter per­ 
manent controls. 
The committee approved on a 
unanimous voice vote a com­ 
panion bill increasing the size 
of the state Board of Forestry 
by adding two new public mem­ 
bers.

Quang Tri city, the nearby 
Quang Tri base and Dong Ha 
were under heavy attack to­ 
night. Quang Tri is 15 miles 
south of the DMZ, Dong Ha 
about 10 miles. 
A new threat appeared to be 
developing to Hue, the ancient, 
imperial capital of Vietnam, 
but officials said the situation 
was under control. Communist 
attacks were reported at Fire 
Base Anne, 18 miles west of 
Hue, and Bastogne, 15 miles to 
the southwest. Both bases pro­ 
tect against Communist infiltra­ 
tion rotes through the A Shau 
Valley to Hue, devastated in the 
1968 Tet Offensive. 
A South Vietnamese spokes­ 
man said the reinforcements 
flown in today would mount a 
counter-offensive “ in a few 
days.” They included Marines 
and Rangers from Saigon, in­ 
fantry from Hue and two tank 
brigades from Da Nang. 
They were flown north in a 
collection of U.S. cargo C130s, 
Vietnamese air force transports 
and airliners commandeered 
from the government airline. 
The action followed President 
Tliieu’s flight to Hue and Da 
Nang in a commandeered Air 
Vietnam jet to look over the 
situation. 
Rain clouds have masked the 
invading North Vietnamese 
tank columns driving across the 
DMZ but the weather improved 
today and U.S. and South Viet­ 
namese fighter-bombers struck 
back at the Red offensive. B52s 
dropped bombs through the 
clouds earlier and three U.S. 
7th Fleet destroyers off the 
coast pounded the enemy troops 
and tanks. 
The Communists threw up 
intense anti-aircraft fire, and 
seven American planes and hel­ 
icopters were reported shot 
down Sunday and today but 
American planes flew 128 
strikes Sunday and more today. 
TT.S. 7th Fleet warships offshore 
poured naval gunfire into the 
North Vietnamese armor. 
The Communist offensive 
overran c 10-mile stretch of 
South Vietnam’s northernmost 
province of Quang Tri in five 
days of intensive warfare and 
military" sources said a threat 
was developing to Thua Thien 
Province just to the south and 
its capital of Hue. 
There was heavy fighting in 
the Central Highlands and in 
Tay Ninh Province 80 miles 
northwest of Saigon. Allied in­ 
telligence sources said the 
Communists may be staging a 
dress rehearsal for a fullscale 
general offensive throughout 
South Vietnam. 
A spokesman for the U.S. 
High Command in Saigon read 
a sternly worded message to 
newsmen in Saigon warning 
Hanoi that the United States 
was taking “precautionary ac­ 
tions” to protect American 
lives, including the 200 military 
men in Quang Tri Province. 
• He did not spell out what this 
action would be but in the past 
they have been followed by air 
strikes into North Vietnam. It 
was considered certain all 
available American planes 
from Thailand would be used in 
battle along the DMZ.

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McGovern Error Increases 
Wisconsin Primary Confusion 


MILWAUKEE, Wis. CUPD— 
A perhaps costly mistake by 
Sen. George S. McGovern add­ 
ed to the confusion and uncer­ 
tainty today about the outcome 
of Wisconsin’s presidential pri­ 
mary in which McGovern. Hu­ 
bert H. Humphrey and Edmund 
S. Muskie battled for first 
place. 
In a nationwide telecast Sun­ 
day. with the primary two days 
away. McGovern charged that 
the Securities and Exchange 
Commission (SEC ) records 
showed that International Tele­ 
phone and Telegraph, Inc. (ITT) 
deducted a $400,000 contribution 
to the Republican national con­ 
vention from its taxable in­ 
come. 


As soon as the program »Face 
the Nation-CBS) ended, a dis­ 
traught 
aide 
rushed 
to 
McGovern to tell him he was 
wrong and that the 1971 report 
with the SEC —the year in 
which the contribution was 
made —had not been filed. 


McGovern then said that his 
accusation was made on the 
basis of statements by ITT offi­ 
cials that they considered it a 
proper business expense. He 
told reporters that he had made 
“ an honest error.” ' 


McGovern, Humphrey and 
Muskie are considered the 
three leading candidates in the 
Wisconsin primary with its rich 
harvest of 67 delegates to the 
Democratic National Conven­ 
tion. About 1.5 million voters 
are expected to turn out Tues­ 
day for the fourth primary of 
the 1972 election year. 


The three major contenders 
are believed to be bunched so 
closely that McGovern’s invalid 
accusations could become a 
factor, even though none of the 
other candidates jumped in to 
exploit them. 


Campaign strategists for the 
candidates have shied away 
from tabbing the finish, citing 
the uncertainty of the vote for 
Alabama's Gov. George C. Wal­ 
lace and the possibility of a 
mass crossover by Republi­ 
cans. GOP voters have Presi­ 
dent Nixon on the ballot along 
with only Rep. Paul N. McClos- 
key of California, who has 
pulled out for lack of funds, and 
Rep. John M. Ashbrook of Ohio, 
who has not campaigned in 
Wisconsin. 


Also on the Democrat ballot 
and campaigning hard are New 
York Mayor John V. Lindsay 
and Sen. Henry M. Jackson of 
Washington. On the ballot but 
not campaigning are Reps. 
Shirley Chisholm of New York, 
W ilbur Mills of Arkansas, Patsy 
Mink of Hawaii; Mayor Sam 
Yorty of Los Angeles and Sen. 
Vance Hartke. 
On the campaign trail Sun­ 
day:

—Two women and a man were 
shot to death 
and 11 other 


persons were wounded early 
today in a crowded nightclub in 
what authorities said was a 


drug war between rival Phila­ 
delphia gangs. 
Mario F. Floriani, public 
safety director, said the shoot­ 
ing began about 2 a.m. in the 
Club Harlem where he estimat­ 
ed 600 persons were watching 
the floor show. 
•'These shootings were the 
result of a drug war that has 
been taking place in Philadel­ 
phia,” Floriani said. “ It started 


in the latter part of February 
where one gang member was 
shot and there was a $240,000 
drug robbery. 
“ Thus the contract was put 
out by this group to more or 
less eradicate the ones respon­ 
sible. They just used Atlantic 
City to settle their grievances.” 
He said the shooting began 
when 
an 
unidentified 
man 
tapped Tyrone Palmer, 22. of 


Philadelphia, on the shoulder 
and told him he wanted to 
discuss something with him. 
The unidentified man then shot 
Palmer two or three times, 
Floriani said. 
“ When the first shot rang out 
all bedlam broke loose,” Flori­ 
ani said. “ Tables were flying, 
chairs were flying, bottles were 
flying. It was a shambles.” 
Witnesses told police that 


four or five men had done the 
shooting and that between 15 
and 20 shots were fired, Flori­ 
ani said. He said two of the 
weapons were recovered inside 
the club. 
In addition to Palmer, also 
killed were Renee Cuff, 24, and 
Pamela Pollard, 23, both of 
Philadelphia. 
Listed in critical condition 
with bullet wounds were Ruth 


Jenkins, 20, of Willingboro, 
N.J., and Gilbert Satterwhite, 
25, of Philadelphia.

Hussein of Jordan has indicated 
-hat to end the Middle East 
dispute he may be willing to 
agree to a realignment of the 
Israeli-Jordan border provided 
Jerusalem becomes an open 
Dity. 
“ We are talking of total 
peace, of a solution that will be 
accepted not only by us but, 
more important, by the genera­ 
tions that are to come,” Hus­ 
sein said Sunday. 
Hussein discussed his plan for 
reuniting the Israeli-occupied 
west bank with Jordan in a 
television interview on NBC’s 
Meet the Press. 
“ I do not believe that Arab 
Strength is a match to the 
Israelis at. this time, and be­ 
yond that I do not believe that 
war is a solution to the prob­ 
lem,” Hussein said. 


One of the keys to the king’s 
plan was to remove Jerusalem 
from Israeli control to make it 
serve both Israel and the Arabs 
under joint control. 
Jerusalem is religiously sig­ 
nificant to the Jewish and Mos­ 
lem faiths. 
Hussein's remarks on peace 
followed Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat’s call for a war to 
regain territory lost to Israel in 
the 1967 conflict. “ W ar is inevi­ 
table,” Sadat said Friday in 
Cairo. 
Diplomatic sources in Wash­ 
ington revealed Saturday that 
Hussein had won agreement 
from the United States to pur­ 
chase as many as two dozen 
supersonic F5 jet fighters in the 
next two years. 
The exact schedule of deliv­ 
ery, the number of planes, 
spare parts and ground equip­ 
ment were subject to further 
negotiation.

2-Car Crash 
Kills Ten 
In Texas 


DIM MITT, Tex. (UPI)-High- 
way Patrolman Bill Scott and 
his partner were in the process 
of setting up a roadblock near 
this Texas Panhandle town on a 
lonely two-lane stretch of high­ 
way when they heard sirens in 
the distance. 
Suddenly a car packed with 
youngsters whizzed past them 
so fast it could not stay on its 
side of the road on a slight 
curve. 
Another car. also filled with 
young persons, came around 
the curve going the opposite 
direction at the exact same 
moment Saturday night. They 
collided. 
“ Things went everywhere,” 
Scott said. “ My partner and I 
witnessed it. They came by us 
before we could get the road­ 
block set up.” 
Each car carried five per­ 
sons. All 10 were killed. One 
was 1 year old, but most of 
them were teen-agers. The 
wreck was as bad as any in 
Texas history. Only three times 
in the past two-car accidents 
have killed 10 persons. 
“ All of them were pinned in 
the cars, and we literally had to 
pry the cars apart to get them 
out." Scott said. “ The impact 
pushed both motors back to the 
front seat.” 
He said the speeding car, 
headed eastward, was going 
faster, because “ they traveled 
86 feet east of the point of 
impact.“ 
Two of the victims died en 
route to a hospital. The others 
were dead at the scene. 
“ It was the biggest accident 
I’ve ever seen,” Scott said. 
Castro County officers said 
the speeding vehicle was the 
object of a chase because depu­ 
ties suspected the youngsters 
had been involved in a knife 
fight in a nearby community. 
The youths in the car coming 
into town were mostly Dimmitt 
high school students. They were 
Johnny Kaper, Jeffrey Glenn 
and Raymond McLain, all 17, 
Robert Cadell, 18, and Michael 
Geough ‘21. of Burnsville, N.C 
Geough's body was flown to his 
hometown Sunday. 
The i>ersons in the speeding 
vehicle were Bngidio Sanchez, 
Nicholas Arrizola Jr., Tony 
Guia, Zola Luna Alvarez, 13, 
and Johnny Alvarez, 1, all of 
Castro County. 


U.S. Food Prices 
May Be Frozen 


WASHINGTON (UPI) -Ad- 
ministration officials say a 
freeze on food prices may be 
needed if they continue to in­ 
crease. hut that lower prices 
seem to be on the way. 
Labor Secretary James Hodg­ 
son said the administration’s 
pressure on food chains has 
begun to take effect with retail­ 
ers “ committed now to bringing 
prices down.”

Gift 
Tax Returns Are Now 
Required Quarterly, Not Yearly 


Gift Tax Returns are now required quarter­ 
ly instead of annually. 
That's right. If you made gifts within any 
calendar quarter beginning on or after Jan. 1, 
1971, to any one donee of more than $3,000 for 
the calendar year or a gift of a future interest 
in property regardless of the value then you 
must file a tax return on Form 709. 
These are individual returns and joint 
returns are not permitted. 
Only individuals are required to file as 
donors.

The tax must be paid by the 
donor on or before the 15th day 
of the second month. There are 
penalties for delinquent returns 
and for delinquent payment of 
tax unless due to reasonable 
cause. There are penalties for 
willful failure to file a return on 
time and for willful attempt to 
evade or defeat payment of the 
tax. 


There is a specific exemption 
of $30,000 for each individual 
during his lifetime as well as 
the annual exclusion of $3,000 to 
any one donee during a calen­ 
dar year. 


However, if a gift is made in 
excess of the annual exclusion 
of $3,000 to any one donee, but 
less than the $30,000 specific 
exemption, you must file a re­ 
turn anyway even though no 
tax may be due. 


Gift taxes are complicated 
and you should see your tax 
advisor if you have made any 
gifts. 


Gift taxes are filed on Form 
709 and this form comes com­ 
plete with the instructions. 
If the gift is made anytime 
between Jan. 1 and March 31, 
the return is due May 15; be­ 
tween April 1 and June 30, the 
return is due Aug. 15; between 
July 1 and Sept. 30, the return 
is due Nov. 15; between Oct. 1 
and Dec. 31, the return is due 
Feb. 15. 
If you made such a gift any­ 
time and have not filed a gift 
tax return, you should do so 
immediately to avoid further 
interest and penalties.

Recovery At Anaconda 


Seems Off In Future

Q. Now that Anaconda 
(NYSE) has written off the 
loss on its foreign holdings do 
you think it is a good buy? Do 
you believe it will resume the 
dividend in the near future? 
— M.P. & R.A. 


A. If nationalization of Ana­ 
conda's Chilean properties was 
the company’s sole problem, 
the stock might be an interest­ 
ing turnaround candidate. Un­ 
fortunately this is not the case. 
The world copper glut, which 
built up in response to mount­ 
ing copper prices in the late 
Sixties, is not expected to be 
absorbed before 1974. Until that 
time, copper prices will contin­ 
ue under pressure. Reduced 
copper prices and increased la­ 
bor costs combined with soar­ 
ing pollution control require­ 
ments may result in marginal 
operations at some mines. 


Anaconda’s other divisions 
are not all robust. The alumi­ 
num industry, which has been 
faced with problems of reduced 
demand and consequent weak­ 
ened price structure, is current­ 
ly operating well below capaci­ 
ty. A new mill scheduled to go 
on stream next year will up 
Anaconda’s capacity by 65 per 
cent and lift the company from 
6th to 4th largest domestic pro­ 
ducer. Deficits in brass opera­ 
tions have dictated the closing

of four plants; profits at the- 
fabricating division tumbled in 
1971. 


Recently elected Chairman 
Place instituted a cost reduc­ 
tion program which initially re­ 
duced costs by $25 million an­ 
nually, almost equal to the 1970 
earnings from Chile.

WASHINGTON (UPI) -The 
U. S. Information Agency an­ 
nounced today the resignation 
of Bruce Herschensohn, its mo­ 
tion picture director, who called 
Sen. J. William Fulbright, D- 
Ark., “ very naive and stupid” 
for questioning USIA operations 
abroad. 
Informed sources contended 
that the agency’s director, 
Frank Shakespeare, and other 
high USIA officials attempted 
unsuccessfully to dissuade Her­ 
schensohn from quitting. 


A flap that grew out of disclo­ 
sure last week of Herschen- 
sohn's criticism of Fulbright, as 
part of a controversy over use 
of a USIA film on a domestic 
■program, caused Herschensohn 
to conclude that his usefulness 
had been greatly diminished, 
the sources said. 


He wrote Shakespeare that he 
felt he would be an embarrass­ 
ment to the agency if he contin­ 
ued in his post. Shakespeare 
wrote him in reply that he 
valued his services and ex­ 
pressed regret over his decision 
to leave. 
Fulbright, chairman of the 


Senate Foreign Relations Com­ 
mittee, had sought to prevent 
the showing of a USIA film 
about Czechoslovakia on a tel­ 
evision program of Sen. James 
L. Buckley, RC-N.Y. 


Fulbright had said he did so 
on grounds that USIA material 
is intended for use only for 
foreign consumption.

Meat Price Too High? 
Too Much Tax In It 


The loudest current outcry is 
about the high price of meat. 
But the most constant, continu­ 
ing complaints are about high 
taxes. 
The two are not unrelated. 
There’s quite a bit of tax in 
that roast you just bought — or 
even that pound of hamburger. 
How much is indicated in 
some figures published last 
week by the Wall Street Jour­ 
nal, showing the percentage of 
the gross national product rep­ 
resented b government spend­ 
ing and how it has grown over 
the years. 


GOVERNMENT SPENDING, 
of course, is spending of tax 
money — current and future. 
So every dollar spent by gov­ 
ernment is one less dollar that 
can be spent by individuals or 
companies for consumer goods, 
real property, industrial expan­ 
sion or whatever. 
In 1929, according to the 
Jo u rn a l's tabulation, govern­ 
ment spending represented 8.2 
per cent of the gross national 
product. In 1950, it was up to 
13.3 per cent; in 1960, to 19.7 
per cent, and last year, to 22.2 
per cent. 
This means that nearly one- 
fourth of the nation's total pro­ 
duction went last year to sup­ 
port governments — federal, 
state and local. Back in 1929, 
they required only about one- 
twelfth. 


PARALLELING THIS in­ 
crease in government’s share 
of the wealth has been an 
increase in public employment 
far outstripping that in the 
•private sector. In 1929, reported 
the Journal, there were 28,274,- 
.000 people privately employed 
in this country, and 3,065,000 


employed by governments — a 
latio of about seven to one. 
Last year, there were 57,836,000 
in private employment, and 12,- 
853,000 in government employ­ 
ment — a ratio of less than five 
to one. The increase in private 
employment since 1929 was 104 
per cent; 
in public employ­ 
ment, 319 per cent. 
Obviously, the larger the per­ 
centage supported by taxes, the 
heavier the taxes everybody 
•including these governm ent 
employees) must pay. 


NOT MENTIONED in the 
Journal s analysis was another 
principal reason for high taxes 
and for the high price of that 
roast: deficit spending. 


Nobody could run his private 
finances or his business fi­ 
nances the way the government 
and some states run theirs and 
get away with it. He would be 
forced into bankruptcy. But 
lederal, state and some local 
governm ents keep borrowing 
more and more, on the pretext 
that we really “just owe the 
money to ourselves.” And the 
interest on this debt adds in­ 
creasingly to taxes. 
As the percentage of the tax 
dollar going for debt retirement 
gets bigger and bigger, the 
amount of government services 
each tax dollar provides gets 
smaller and smaller. And so, 
each job the government under­ 
takes becomes more expensive 
and less productive. And the 
answer continues to be to pile 
on more taxes. 
It isn't just the butcher or the 
meat packer who has hiked the 
price of that roast. It’s Uncle 
Sam. It’s Sacramento. And it’s 
all the other units of govern­ 
ment, up and down the line.

Blood Letting More Fun 
Than Battling Pollution

The smell of blood excited some smog 
.officials more than the smell of pollution. 
1 The blood they smell is that of their 
most effective critic, Stanford University 
^biologist Edward Groth III. Groth first 
-blitzed the Bay Area Air Pollution Con­ 
trol District two years ago with a .'180- 
page critique of its many shortcomings. 


District officials were mad as hornets, 
but attempted a classic solution by ap­ 
pointing Groth to the district’s advisory 
council. This gallant move, however, 
made no difference — much to the acute 
regret of some of the same officials who 
now are considering how to get rid of 
him. 


GROTll NEVER HAS become part of 
«the district’s Establishment. Instead, he 
^has continued to fire away with carefully 
researched documents that always hit 
;their target. His most serious transgres­ 
sion in the eyes of his critics was 
. authorship last month of a 72-page attack 
; documenting allegations that the top 
f administrator, D. J. Callaghan, was an 
eager tool of industrial polluters.

leave him his voice, but without the 
mantle of speaking as a district official. 
But his ouster would make life much 
more comfortable for virtually everyone 
else on the board and council. 
Groth, because of his professional 
training, flexible time schedule and devo­ 
tion to air pollution control, has a nasty 
habit of knowing vastly more about the 
subject than all but perhaps two of the 
board and council members. He also has 
the gall to be in his late 20’s, which adds 
to his problems with the many senior 
citizens on the council. 


THE FIRST BREEZE in the wind 
blowing Groth’s way came when several 
board members recently challenged his 
right to voice his own opinions instead of 
parroting those of the council. 
A stronger blast, seen as the forerun­ 
ner of a council censure of Groth. came 
from a fellow council member. San 
Francisco architect William B. McCo­ 
rmick. A 17-year veteran of the council, 
he took hot exception to Groth’s attack on 
Callaghan. 
McCormick, in a letter distributed to 
council and board members, charged 
Groth with McCarthyism (the Joe type). 
He suggested that Groth’s appointment to 
the council was rigged by Callaghan’s 
critics “for the purpose of searching out 
and preparing such an indictment.” 
McCormick also objectd that Groth’s 
attack “smears the many contributors to 
the accomplishments of the district in the 
field of air pollution control, which is 
insensitive and careless of the harm it 
does.” McCormick called on the council 
to advise the board of directors “of the 
considered opinions of the council in this 
m atter as soon as practicable.” 


CALLAGHAN’S SUPPORTERS on the 
board, now only a narrow majority, could 
not help but read between the lines to 
find skids to dump Groth. 
Callaghan's loyal crew on the board 
still has not caught on that continued 
internal bloodletting, such as the aborted 
move to fire the district counsel for 
failing to salute Callaghan, can only 
speed the day when they are replaced 
with a directly elected board.

Donors Causes Many Deaths

Today is Monday, April 3, the 94th day 
of 1972. 
The moon is between its full phase and 
last quarter. 
The morning stars are Jupiter and 
Mercury.

On this day in history: 
In 1860 the Pony Express Postal Serv­ 
ice began with riders leaving St. Joseph, 
Mo., and Sacramento, Calif., at the same 
time. 
In 1865 the Union Army occupied Rich­ 
mond, Va., one-time capfial of the Con­ 
federacy. 


Tainted blood is creating a national 
peril. Doctors and scientists are increas­ 
ingly worried but very little has come out 
into the open. 
Those who know the facts are begin­ 
ning to question both the efficiency and 
safety of blood bank practices. 
One revealing piece of evidence: Thou­ 
sands of people die of hepatitis yearly 
after being injected with viral-tainted 
blood. 


WHERE DOES SUCH tainted blood 
come from? It comes primarily from 
paid donors who are alcoholics, drug 
addicts and prisoners. Among these cate­ 
gories hepatitis is found to be 10 to 70 
times more common than in the popula­ 
tion generally. 


Surveys show that hepatitis in the 
blood of paid donors occurs in about 30 
cases per thousand as contrasted with 
three cases per thousand in blood from 
volunteers. 
By the most conservative estimate 
there are 3,500 hepatitis deaths per year 
from blood transfusitns, but many doc­ 
tors are convinced that the real total is 
closer to 35,000 a year. 


WHAT CAN BE DONE about it? In one 
of the few articles appearing on this 
subject, Constance Holden writing in 
Science, official magazine of the Ameri­ 
can Association for the Advancement of 
Science, cites three main causes: 
Commercialism, lack of co-ordination 
among agencies, and flimsy state and 
federal regulations. One possible answer: 
a total volunteer system of blood dona­ 
tion. 


SOCIAL VIOLENCE DECLINING. A 
new level of calm is evident in every 
section of the country. In all the precon­ 
vention campaigning there is nothing- 
near to the 1968 disorder and disruption. 
It is also reflected on campuses. A case 
in point: 
California law now classified lB-to-20- 
year-olds as adults. Five young men 


under 21 were recently drawn to serve as 
potential jurors in the highly charged 
Angela Davis conspiracy ease. They 
asked to be excused on the ground it 
would interfere with their studies. 


DEMOCRATIC CANDIDATES becom­ 
ing more personal. The front-runners are 
beginning to attack each other and the 
rear-runners are attacking the front- 
runners. 
Recent example: Muskie is now taking 
out after Hubert as “promise-a-day Hum­ 
phrey.” McCarthy, who has been criticiz­ 
ing all the Democrats except McGovern, 
has now got around to dism issing 
McGovern as “fourth choice” among the 
liberals. 


WOMEN’S RIGHTS — After 49 years 
of delay. The first state to do so, Hawaii, 
ratified the amendment guaranteeing 
equal rights for women in two hours, and 
the other necessary 37 ratifications will 
be forthcoming. 
A majority of voters today are women, 
and male politicians do not dare vote 
against them. 
Things won’t be the same. Obviously,, 
discrimination in divorce laws, property 
rights and pensions will be struck down. 
But there will be much more. 
Apart from the Women's Lib extre­ 
mists, most women want equal pay for 
equal work, equal job opportunities in 
industry, politics and government and 
equal chance for promotion. To the 32 
million working women in the United 
States, this is simple justice — and a 
necessity. 
One example: College-educated men 
are paid nearly double the rate of col­ 
lege-educated women. 


A NOVEL PROPOSAL on busing. If 
some busing is temporarily necessary to 
help improve the quality of low-income 
neighborhood schools, here is a new 
solution. 
Instead of busing the pupils, why not 
bus the teachers?

he said. “Now, same can. same 
price, but only three mtazo balls. This is 
the sort of thing I mean.” 


You might assume that the President 
W,th,A StaV U!!

balls on tne tip of his tongue, too. But he 
was speaking spontaneously, and what 
came to mind instead was John Connallv 
and that $5 breakfast at the Pierre.

-Nearly a million of the 10 
million Hungarians travel 
abroad each year. Most of them 
go to Communist-bloc nations 
but a substantial number also 
visit the west. A half million 
westerners annually visit Hun­ 
gary. 
—Cautious debate is permit­ 
ted in books, television and 
newspapers. 
Hungarian voters have a 
certain

of 
choice 
among candidates for public 
office. 
All 
candidates are 
pledged to support the Commu- 


are offered instead of a single 
slate. 
—Hungarian industry is still 
under centralized control but 
managers are given greater 
freedom to make their own 
decisions and workers are giv­ 
en greater incentives to boost 
production. In the five years 
ending in 1974, the Hungarians 
hope nearly to double their 
output of consumer goods to a 
total of $800 million. 


PLAYING IMPORTANT 
roles in the Hungarian success 
are two elements—the Rus­ 
sians’ faith in Kadar and the 
built-in radar which prevents 
the Hungarians from going too 
far. as did Czechoslovakia and 
Poland. 
Kadar has given the new 
leaders of both countries a pat­ 
tern to follow. 
Kadar also is receiving credit 
for persuading Romania to tone 
down its challenge to Russian 
control. 
Realism is a word frequently 
heard in today’s Hungary. So is 
caution, which means the Hun­ 
garians do not like to call too 
much attention to their success­ 
es. 
The Hungarians realize they 
are not entirely the masters of 
their own fate. Geography 
makes it impossible for them to 
ignore the Russians. And they 
know that a sudden change in 
world affairs quickly could turn 
their emphasis from butter to 
guns.

TO BEEF lovers, Giant Food 
ads advised, “ Buy something 
else.” 
Several “good protein alter­ 
natives to red meat are in 
plentiful supply now,” said the 
ads, “and they are reasonably 
priced.” 
Among the items suggested 
were chickens, turkeys, “ many 
kinds of fish,” eggs and chees­ 
es. In addition, said the ads, 
“ dried beans, lentils, cereal 
grain products, macaroni and 
spaghetti and peanut butter, 
too, when combined wuth ani­ 
mal proteins and other foods, 
such as dairy products, make a 
meal of high quality protein.’ 
Safeway ads listed a number 
of “inflation fighters” so shop­ 
pers can “help light inflation 
and eat well, too.” 
On the list were eggs, cottage 
cheese, fryers, bologna and sev­ 
eral vegetables. They included 
sliced pickled beets, asparagus, 
lettuce, tomatoes, potatoes and 
oranges. 
Almost any protein substitute 
is cheaper than beef as a 
source of protein. Sirloin and 
rib roasts are ordinarily the 
most expensive urays of getting 
protein. 


A STUDY done a year ago by 
the New York State Extension 
Service showed that the cheap­ 
est sources of protein are dried 
beans 
and 
peanut 
butter, 


only 4 cents for beans, 10 cents 
for peanut butter and 12 cents 
for canned pork and beans. 


On the other end of the scale, 
the cost of 20 grams of protein 
was 62 cents for sirloin, 45 cents 
for rib roast and 42 for bacon. 
Other costs for 20 grams of 
protein were listed as follows: 


Beef liver, 14 cents: whole- 
chicken ready to cook, 14 cents; 
large grade A eggs, 15 cents; 
cottage cheese, 15 cents; Amer­ 
ican 
processed cheese, 
17 
cents; tuna fish, 17 cents; ham­ 
burger, 19 cents; m ilk, 20 
cents; frozen ocean perch fil­ 
lets, 20 cents; Maine sardines, 
22 cents; frozen fish sticks, 22 
cents. 
Also, canned chili with beans, 
24 cents; cooked whole ham, 27 
cents; all meat frankfurters, 31 
cents; round steak, 37 cents; 
frozen pizza, 38 cents, and all 
meat bologna, 39 cents. 
Many nutrition experts add 
that the average American’s 
diet contains too much protein 
anyw’ay, especially when the 
accom panying fat is consid­ 
ered. 
If you belong in this average, 
protein substitutes may aid 
your health as well as your 
pocketbook.

Church Talk 
By Armed 
Separatists 


BILBAO, Spain (DPT)—Six 
left-wing Basque separatists, 
all armed with submachine- 
guns. invaded a small church 
near Bilbao and delivered a 
speech from the altar about 
their movement, the official 
Spanish news agency CIFRA 
reported today. 
The incident happened Sun­ 
day morning and climaxed a 
weekend of violence in the 
Basque provinces of northwest­ 
ern Spain. 
The separatists, assumed to 
be members of the outlawed 
“ Basque Homeland and Liber* 
ty ” (ETAI movement which 
seeks independence for the 
area, entered the church in the 
small town of Galdacano during 
mass. 
While five men covered the 
congregation with their weap­ 
ons, the sixth went to the altar 
and gave a short talk about 
ETA. Then the six fled. 
Also Sunday, two policemen 
were wounded while trying to 
stop an attack on the transmit­ 
ter of the “ Voice of Spain” 
radio and television transmitter 
on Mount Ulia near San Sebas­ 
tian. 


MANILA <VPL—Charles A. 
Lindbergh was rescued from a 
remote rain forest in the south­ 
ern Philippines Sunday where 
he joined an expedition to ob­ 
serve the world's only living 
cavemen. He returned to Ma­ 
nila today. 


Lindbergh, the aviator, was 
with a party of 46, including 
two American newsmen, res­ 
cued by a U.S. Air Force heli­ 
copter in Uotabato Province, 
r>so miles southeast of Manila, it 
is home for the cave-dwelling 
Tasaday “lost tribe.” 


The expedition had been in 
the area since March 23, ob­ 
serving the life-style of the cave 
dwellers, when its helicopter 
broke dow n Friday and its sup­ 
plies started to run low. 
The leader of the expedition, 
Filipino 
millionaire philan- 
trophist Manuel Elizalde Jr., 
radioed for assistance and the 
U.S. Embassy in Manila alerted 
the Air Force. 
Lindbergh flew’ into the U S. 
Clark air base. 50 miles north 
of Manila. Sunday night and 
then left for Manila. A spokes­ 
man for the Panamin Founda­ 
tion, a government-supported 
group which looks after Philip­ 
pine cultural minorities and 
which sponsored the expedition, 
said Lindbergh was expected to 
fly back this week to the United 
States to attend to “ important 
commitments.” 
The publieity-shv Lindbergh, 
the first man to solo the Atlan­ 
tic Ocean. wras not immediately 
available, for a statement. He 
has been a frequent visitor to 
the Philippines the past three 
years in the course of his work 
as a conservationist and has

WASHINGTON O TP —Rep. 
Les Aspin, D-Wis., today asked 
a federal court to order the 
Pentagon to turn over to him its 
confidential investigative report 
on the My Lai massacre. 


Aspin, a former analyst in the 
Defense Department, invoked 
the Freedom of Information Act 
in his suit. The law requires 
access by the public to govern­ 
ment documents except those r 
exempted for security reasons. 


Aspin demanded release of 
the “ Peers Commission Re­ 
port” on the layings of Viet­ 
namese civilians by U.S. troops 
at My Lai. and asked the court 
to order Defense Secretary Mel­ 
vin R. Laird and Army Secre­ 
tary Robert F. Froehlke to 
comply. He claimed the report 
was not protected by exemp­ 
tions in the Freedom of Infor­ 
mal ion law. 
In a letter to Laird Feb. 18, 
Aspin said the Army's claim 
that the report might, affect 
{»ending prosecution of individu­ 
als named in the report no 
longer was valid since all trials 
were completed and only an 
appeal —that of Lt. William L. 
Caliey—was pending. 
A spokesman for Aspin said 
that "obviously on an appeal,

The special tax rate for 1972- 
73 construction in the Marin 
Community College District 
will probably fall about seven 
cents below the ceiling of 32 
cents per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion set in November.

Surgery On Larynx New Way 
To Substitute The Voice Box 


When a cancerous voice box is removed 
(laryngectomy), the individual must use other 
means to talk. At present, esophageal speech 
is the most useful method. However, it is 
difficult to master. Mechanical and electronic 
devices also are available. Surgical recon­ 
struction of the larynx is a newer method. A 
group of Canadian surgeons recently perfect­ 
ed a one-stage procedure for constructing a 
substitute voice-producing organ. Speech is 
restored within three to four 
-------------- 
weeks after the operation. 
Hoarseness means there is a 
disturbance of the vocal cords. 
The cause of the symptom is 
obvious when it is associated 
with a cold or follows too much 
cheering at a sports event. The 
situation is different when 
hoarseness develops gradually 
and persists for more than 
three weeks. 
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GROWTHS 
OX the vocal 
cords may be responsible. If 
the condition does not improve 
within three weeks, consult a 
physician with the tools and 
ability to make a first-hand 
inspection of the voice box. 
Public speakers, actors, sing­ 
ers, hucksters, and others who 
abuse the voice may develop 
innnocent nodes on the vocal 
cords. These nodules cause 
hoarseness and many disappear 
after resting the voice. They j 
can also be removed with an 
electric current. But the main 
reason for taking a peek into 
the larynx is to rule out cancer, j 
And the sooner a diagnosis is j 
made, the better the results, i f , 
surgery is necessary.

“The separation 
between the two parties hasn't 
narrowed although we spent 
today trying to narrow it. The 
main issues remain the same.” 
The major league players, 
who voted by a 47-0 margin 
Friday to go on strike, are 
seeking a 17 per cent increase 
in the pension fund, amounting 
to $1,072.000. The players insist 
this amount is necessary to 
bring the-plan up to cost-of- 
living parity with what it was 
worth at the time of the last 
contract three years ago. 
The players want the club 
owners to fork over $817,000 
they claim is available through 
a surplus created by increased 
rates on interest loans, over- 
funding and overestim ating 
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payments for disabled players. 
The players contend if the own­ 
ers free the $817,000, then each 
club would have to add only 
$11,000 to the pension plan to 
raise it to the $1,072,000 level.

HODGES DEAD 


Baseball Mourns Loss 


WEST PALM BEACH, Fla. 
(UPI)—“He was among a breed 
of ballplayers who. I guess, will 
pass out one by one. They were 
the ballplayers the public loved. 
Everybody loved them.” 


Thus, Walter O’Malley, owner 
of the Los Angeles Dodgers, 
delivered the perfect eulogy to 
Gil Hodges, former Dodger star 
and current manager of the 
New York Mets who died sud­ 
denly Sunday of a heart attack 
just two days before his 48th 
birthday. 


Hodges, who rose to fame as 
a slugging first baseman with 
the Brooklyn Dodgers during 
the early 1950’s and gained 
w’orld-wide notoriety by manag­ 
ing the Mets to the “ miracle” 
world cham pionship in 1969, 
collapsed and died following a 
round of golf with Met coaches 
Eddie Yost, Joe Pignatano and 
Rube Walker. 
The 
M ets’ 
m anager was 
rushed to Good Samaritan Hos­ 
pital where Dr. James Smith, a 
local obstetrician inserted a 
tube in his throat and a needle 
in his heart in an effort to save 
his life. However, a cardiogram 
showed a complete arrest ot the 
heart and an examination dis­ 
closed that the pupils of his 
eyes were dilated. He was pro- 


Hodges’ tragic death came 
just one day after the major 
league players took an angry 
stand against their owners by 
going out on strike. The strike 
had forced all teams to shut 
down their spring training 
camps and Hodges had stopped 
oft in West Palm Beach for a 
round of golf before heading for 
his home in New York.

nounced dead at 5:45 p.m., 45 
minutes after he had fallen. 


His body was to be flown 
back to New York today with 
funeral services scheduled for 
Wednesday or Thursday. He is 
survived by his wife, Joan; 
three daughters, Irene, Cynthia 
and Barbara; and a son, Gil 
Jr., who is a minor league 
player in the Mets’ farm sys­ 
tem. 


Hodges, a big, strong man of 
6-feet-2 who during hs playing 
days weighed 210 pounds, had 
shaken off a heart attack that 
hospitalized him four years 
ago. In Septem ber of 1968, 
Hodges had a heart attack dur­ 
ing a game at Atlanta and 
spent most of the winter in the 
hospital convalescing. Over the 
last four years he had been in 
good physical health. 
The entire baseball world ex­ 
pressed 
great 
shock 
over 
Hodges’ death, and his former 
teammates and managers all 
agreed that the game had lost 
one of its nicest people. 
“ We roomed together for 
many years and I don’t think 
there was a finer gentleman 
than Gil,” said Pee Wee Reese, 
a teammate of Hodges’ during 
his Brooklyn days. 
“He was an unusually fine

He plays catch 
with him all the time and helps 
him out.” Michael. 12. has been 
playing ball for three years and 
is now’ in a junior league in 
Terra Linda. 
A desire to emulate Michael 
was the reason Tracy decided 
three months to try out for the 
team, said the father. “ At first 
we had some doubts," he said. 
“ We didn't w'ant to see Tracy 
get hurt. But we resolved any 
doubts we had. We went along 
with him and now we're happy 
we did.’’ 
A couple of rules changes

He 
helped the Dodgers to seven 
pennants and two world cham­ 
pionships during his 15 years 
with them, but the thing that 
endeared him most to Dodger 
fans was his easy-going manner 
and the fact that he made his 
home in Brooklyn while other 
members of the team rushed to 
the suburbs. 
When the Dodgers moved to 
Los Angeles in 1958, Hodges 
went along and was instrumen­ 
tal in their world hampionship 
season of 1959. The Dodgers,

however, placed the aging slug­ 
ger in the expansion draft in 
1961 and the Mets, looking to 
spice their roster with a few 
“ names.” grabbed him.

The Senators immediately 
named him manager to replace 
Mickey Vernon, and in his five 
seasons with the Senators he 
gained respect as one of base­ 
ball's most astute managers. 
The Senators improved in each 
of Hodges’ five seasons there, 
but he saw an opportunity to 
return to New York after the 
1967 season and the Mets asked 


and received permission from 
Washington to negotiate with 
him. 
The Mets, who had been a 
perennial ccllar-dweller prior to 
Hodges’ arrival on the scene, 
finished ninth in 1968 but as- 
trounded the baseball world the 
following year by winning the 
world championship. The amaz­ 
ing v ictory was hailed by Time 
magazine as “ a fable for our 
time." 
Hodges established a Nation­ 
al League record of 14 grand 
slam home runs during his ca­ 
reer and he equalled the all- 
time major league record of 
four home runs in a game on 
Aug. 31, 1950.

The LoS Angeles Lakers, who

Berlin Visits: The 
Guards Are Pleasant 


B E R L IN ('UPI')—East Gor­ 
man border guards, usually 
coldly polite at host, have con­ 
trolled the flood of West Berlin­ 
ers pouring through nine cross­ 
ing points in the wall efficiently 
and af times courteously. 
The sight or the photographs 
of mothers sobbing in the arms 
of their children, of grandpar­ 
ents greeting their grandchil­ 
dren for the first time, of broth­ 
ers and sisters embracing in 
the shadows of a wrall dividing a 
city have touched nearly all. 
Several hundred thousand 
West Berliners lived Easter 
Sunday with their friends and 
relatives in East Berlin for the 
first time in six years. For 
those who went beyond—to 
Dresden, Weimar. Potsdam and 
other cities inside East Ger­ 
many—it was their first Easter 
reunion in 20 years. 
“ This is what the policy of 
lessening tension means for 
Berlin. 
West Berlin Mayor 
Klaus Schuetz said. “ It is what 
can be a daily occurrence if the 
Big Four ambassadors' agree­ 
ment on Berlin goes into 
force.” 
The number of West German 
visitors to the East for the 
March 29 to April 5 wall open­ 
ing was expected to total at 
least 500,000. 


The ambassadors agreement 
permits West Germans to visit 
the East for .30 days a year. The 
Soviet Union, however, has said 
it will sign the agreement only 
if the West German nonaggres- 
sion pacts with Poland and 
Moscow are ratified by the 
West German parliam ent, 
where they face stiff opposition. 


Dr. Guenter Struve, personal 
aide of Schuetz, a member of 
the ruling Social Democrats, 
said, “ The fate of Berlin will be 
decided in Bonn and the deci­ 
sion will be taken only against 
the bitter opposition of the 
Christian Democrats.” 


Ruediger von Weehmar, a 
spokesman for the Social Dem­ 
ocratic-Free Democratic coali­ 
tion in Bonn, said “ The Easter 
pass agreement is proof of the 
effectiveness of the East policy 
of Chancellor Willy Brandt. It 
shows that the Berlin agree­ 
ment and its positive effects 
are not possible without the 
Eastern treaties.'' 
The East German News serv­ 
ice ADN said nuherous West 
Berliners in the East for Easter 
visits demanded swift ratifica­ 
tion of the nonaggression treat­ 
ies so they could continue to 
visit their relations across the 
wall.
